His  father  was  for  many  years  editor  and  owner  of • the  Dryden  (N.Y.)  Herald,  a  weekly  newspaper. 
In  1894,  after  preliminary  shop  experience,  Hannibal  C.Ford  entered  the  employ  of  the  Crandall. 
Typewriter  Co.,  Groton,  H.Y.,  for  which  he  worked  in  various  capacities  during  the  next  two 
years.  From  1896  to  1898  he  was  in  the  experimental,  department  of  the  Daugherty  Typewriter 
Co.  at  Kit tanning.  Pa.,  and  for  a  time  in  1898  was  a  tool  maker  with  the  7testinghouse  Elec. 

&  Mfg .  Co.  In  1899  he  entered  Cornell  Univ.  where  he  was  graduated  as  an  electrical  engi¬ 
neer  in  1903.  V«hile  at  Cornell  he  worked  as  mechanician  in  the  electrical  engineering  labora¬ 
tory  of  Sibley  College.  For  two  years  after  his  graduation  he  was  assistant  in  the  mechani¬ 
cal  department  of  J.G. White  &  Co.,  engineers  of  N.Y.City,  working  on  the  Hudson  tunnel  and  the 
Manila  (P.I.)  tramways,  and  from  1906  to  1909  he  was  in  the  employ  of  the  Smith-Premier  i.ype— 
writer  Co.,  during  which  time  there  were  many  patents  issued  to  his  credit.  In  1909  Mr. Ford 
assisted  Elmer  A.  Sperry  (q.v.)  in  the  development  of  the  Sperry  gyroscope  and  when  the  .sperr.. 
Gyroscope  Co.  was  organized  in  1910  he  was  made  its  chief  engineer,  which  position  he  held 
until  1915.  In  1915  he  organized  the  Ford  Marine  Applicance  Carp.,  with  a  capital  of  $50,000, 
Jules  Breuchaud  (q.v.)  beooming  president  and  Mr.  Ford,  vice  president  and  general  manager. 

In  1916  the  company  was  reorganized  as  the  Ford  Instrument  Co.,  with  a  capital  of  $100,000, 
and  since  1930  Mr.  Fora  has  been  its  president.  After  the  United  States  entered  the  first 
World  War,  he  carried  on  the  aevelopcent  ana  manufacture  of  a  comprehensive  system  of  naval 
gun  fire  control.  Starting  with  about  fifty  employees,  the  company  now  (1942)  has  over  5,000* 
persons  on  its  payroll.  In  1929-30  the  original  Sperry  Gyroscope  Co.  and.  the  Ford  Instrumer. ^ 
Co.  were  brought  under  common  ownership  by  the  predecessor  of  the  present  Sperry  Corp.  As  an 
Inventor  Mr.  Fo^"d  has  been  granted  more  than  50  J.S.  patents.  Among  tne  more  imooi  tant  ..i* 
early  patents  were  two  (issued  Jan.  9  and  Mar.  13,  1906)  covertn^,  a  system  of  speed  control 
for  railways  where  traffic  is  congested,  as  in  the  N.Y.City  subway  system.  This  invention 
made  it  possible,  to  regulate  the  speed  of  a  following  train  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  safety,  depending  on  its  position  in  respect  to  the  preceding  train.  A  second  group  of 
patents,  issued  between  1903  and  1915,  covers  various  improvements  in  typewriting  machines 
end  attachments  thereto  for  business  purposes.  These  were  mostly  assigned  to  and  used  by 
the  Smith-Premier  Typewriter  Co.  The  third  and  largest  group,  issued  in  1913  and  later, 
covers  gyroscopic  and  navigational  apparatus  for  ships  ana  manj  types  of  ins ^rument. s  and  in¬ 
tricate  computing  machines,  such  as  the  Ford,  range  keeper  (patented,  Mar.  1,  1921),  largely 
used  by  the  U.S.  government  for  control  of  gun  fire.  The  first  Ford  range  keeper  was  used 
on  the  battleship  '’Texas'* .  Many  other  of  his  inventions,  some  of  which  were  patented  and  the 
patents  later  withdrawn,  aro  national  defense  secrets  and  may  not  be  mentioned  but  they  repre¬ 
sent  some  of  his  most  outstanding  work.  In  1930  Mr.  Ford  organized  the  iaer\'ill  Aircraft  Co.

Mr.  Ford  is  a  life  member  of  the  American  Institute  of 
Electrical  Engineers  ana  the  Army  and  Na\m  Country  Clue,  Washington,  D.C.,  of  which  he  was  a 
founder,  and  a  member  of  the  American  Society  of  Naval  Engineers,  Sigma  Xi  and  the  Engineers’ 
Club  of  N.Y.City.  In  politics  he  is  an  independent  Republican,

In  accordance  rdth  a  request  received  via  the  Postmaster'  of  Champion,  I  Kill 
endeavor  to  answer  as  far  as  possible,  your  enquiries.  Elijah  Ford  now  resides 
in  Champion.  He  was  born  in  the  year  1775  on  the  29th  of  May  in  tne  town  of 
Chatham,  Columbia  Co.,  N.I.  His  parents  were  Isaac  and  Martha  lord.  He  wa* 
ciarried.  to  Olive  Egleston  of  Duanesburgh,  Albany  County,  Nov.  22nd  179B.  Olive, 
wife  of  Elijah  fore,  died  Dec.  28,  1821.  No  children  from  this  marriage.  Elijah 
Ford  w&s  again  married  on  the  first  day  of  September  1822  to  Betsey  Sikee  of 
Somers,  Tolland  County,  Connecticut.  The  issue  from  this  marriage  is  as  follows: 
Theodore  Ford  born  May  14,  1825;  Martha  Ford  born  Oct. 20,  1826;  Edward  Ford  born

HISTORY  OR  THE  PETTIT  FAMILY  OF  LEXINGTON  FLATS 


In  connection  with  the  preparation  of  a  genealogy  of  'die  Ford  family, 
descendants  of  William  Ford,  who  cai  e  to  this  country  with  Ids  mother,  the 
Widow  Ford,  on  the  shio,  "Fortune”  in  162],  the  writer  was  oarticularly 
interested  in  the  career  of  Elder  Hezokiah  Pettit,  and  has  ondnnw  rod  to 
complete,  as  far  as  oossible,  the  list  of  his  descendants  down  tp  the 
present  date.

The  late  Dr.  Corydon  L.  Ford  of  Ann  Arbor,  Michigan,  in  his  records  of 
the  Fori  ffir.il y  written  prior  to  18  10 f  was  likewise  much  interested  in  this 
family  and  traced  the  descent  of  Amos  and  Razekiah  Petti4"  sons  of  Josiah 
Pettit,  and  his  wife  Rebecca’?  Ford,  (Ariosi  Josenh^  ',7m .  °-l ) .  Hezekiah  Pettit, 
married  his  second  cousin,  Naomi*’  Ford  (Isaac?,  Jes^e1*,  Joseph^,  2-1) . 
John^  Ford  (Jesss^,  Jonathan?,  Jesr.e^,  Josenh’^,  Ym.^-l)  married  as  his  first 
wife,  Ciiri  s  tina7  Pettit,  daughter  of  llozekiah  and  Naomi,  by  whom  he  had  three 
children  and  subsequent  to  her  death,  married  her  sister  Mary,  tv  "vhom  lie  had 
one  chile.,  Corydon  Ford,  in  his  notes  savs,  "The  discovery  that.  Elder  lleze- 
kiah  Pettit's  mother  v.ns  a  Ford  was  nuite  unlooked  for.  Elder  Hezokiah's 
wife  was  a  daughter  of  his  mother's  cousin.  This  family  ha3  cost  mo  a  pood 
deal  of  labor,  but  I  think  that  it  ic  now  correct." 

In  The  History  of  Greene  County, nubl is he d  by  Reers  and  Company,  1884, 
mention  is  made  of  the  Pettit  brothers,  Amos  and  Kezekiah  as  coming  origi¬ 
nally  from  Canaan,  Columbia  County,  together  with  the  Ford  brothers,  Jona¬ 
than  and  Joel,  and  as  o/ming  tracts  of  Iona  in  Lexington  Flats  near  the 
junctions  of  Big  West  Kill  and  Schoharie  Kill.  (page  352) 

"The  Pettit  brothers  were  widely  known  throughout  the  country;  Kezekiah 
in  particular,  as  ho  was  a  modern  John  the  Baptist,  of  the  old  school .  His 
voice,  tabs  often  heard  calling  the  sinners  to  repentance,  and  his  influence 
is  said  to  have  been  felt  long  after  his  death."  (ibid  pg .  361] 

A. good  idea  of  Herekiah's  activities  may  he  further  gained  from  tun  re¬ 
cords  of  the  Baptise  Churches,  of  that  section.  "The  Old  School  Pantist 
Church  of  Lexington  is  the  Dioneer  society  of  the  region  having  teen  organise 

October  25,  1790 . The  first  elder  olnceu  in  charge  was 

Thaddeus  Bronson,  with  Derrick  Scherm  rhom  as  first  church  clerk.  Ho  was 
followed  by  Jerome  Darter  an  1801;  he  by  Amos  Pettit.  Their  records  shew 
that  El  der  Kezekiah  Pettit  vms  preaching  a  r  option  of  the  time,  in  1801, 
and  that  permission  was  soon  granted  him  to  officiate  alternately  between 
the  flats' and  the  weights— now  Jewett.  Ho  held  the  nasty  rate  over  this 
church  for  fifty  'ears,  and  u  icier  his  care  i1  is  said  to  have  had  a  very 
prosoerous  career,  Seme  of  the  records  show  that  the  old  Adam  snirit  was 
not  wholly  extinct  in  the  early  day-;,  and  that  even  doaccas  became  angry. 

An  instance  unon  these  books  deoicts  haw  this  was  developed.  The  first 
clerk  above  mentioned  was  also  a  deaooti,  who,  once  losing  his  termer  at  an

I  have  a  recollection  of  a  conversation  had  in  1876,  which  was  a 
result  of  one  of  those  old  time  Election  fights,  both  political  and  a 
^  Knockdown  drag  out"  fights  in  an  Election  (County)  in  Petersburg, 
Renssa] aer  Co,,  Y„  in  which  two  brothers  by  name  of  Dunham  seemed 
victorious  in  cleaning  out  a  bar  room  in  an  old  Inn  adjoining  our  home 


whicn  I  witnessed  ana  at  an  age  of  14  years,  as  an  on  looker,  got  a  nunoh 


by  a  bum  who  was  employed  by  the  hotel  proprietor  who  saw  it  and  as  a  good 
old  friend  started  to  protect  me,  which  was  not  needed  as  I  was  able  to 
protect  myself  which  I  did  to  the  edification  of  mv  friend  Nichols  the 
hotel  proprietor,  by  a  few  punches,  cutting  him  out.  I  told  father  about 
it  which  started  the  conversation  as  it  looked  like  a  Ford's  day  of  vic¬ 
tories.  Father  then  told  me  that  the  Mother  of  the  Dunham  boys  was  his 
own  cousin.  You  have  probably  passed  through  Grafton  on  the  Old  Post  Road 
between  Troy  and  Petersburg,  I  have  fished  in  a  couple  of  Grafton  lakes 
noted  for  good  fishing  and  hunting  too  was  a  great  feature.  The  township 
of  Grafton  was  and  has  since  been  noted  for  its  game  and  fish.  An  extremely 
desolate  Wilderness,  had  a  few  good  site  ranches,  mainly  for  oattle  and  hogs 
and  was  always  3noken  of  as  the  most  primitive  place  in  the  state.  Father 
made  his  cousin  a  few  visits,  said  as  I  remeiub°r,  she  was  puite  attractive 
and  the  family  was  seemingly  prosnerous.  This  cousin  may  be  a  missing  link 
of  one  of  our  families  of  Father's  time.  This  might  develop  information 
in  one  of  our  "lost  tribes".  One  of  the  brothers  nrobablv  of  our  generation 
was  named  Daniel  Dunham  with  whom  I  had  some  conversation,  finq,  worthv 
fine  looking  young  man  of  that  day.  The  court  records  in  Troy  which  I 
presume  was  the  county  seat  of  Rensselaer  Co.  should  you  care  tooersue 
the  matter.  May  have  been  of  your  father's  time,  for  your  information.

You  may  think  it  strange  that  I  should  write  you  from,  this  Latitude  after 
the  length  of  ti-'e  v<e  have  been  from  New  Haven,  but  so  it  is.  Y,"e  remained  in 
Stonington,  as  vou  know,  a  '  ong  time  wir.dbound — or  spellbound.  "ye  sailed  on 
Saturday,  the  seventeenth  of  March.  no  had  a  fair  wind  and  very  rough  sea  for 
about  five  days  during:  which  time  re  pot  well  to  the  B.  cc  E.  but  since  then 
have  had  for  the  most  par*t  headwinos  and  bad  sea  which  makes  us  pet  alonp  verv 

slowly.  For  the  last  three  davs,  fair  wind  and  smooth,  sea  which  makes  it  vary 

pleasant  on  board  to  what  it  has  boon.  Still  we  of t-n  think  of  home  and  you 
whom  we  have  left  behind  and  our  prayers  are  daily  offered  ur>  to  Him;,  Who  is 
tho  Protector  of  us  all,  that  lie  would  bless  and  crot^ct  vou  d  all  our  frier. ds, 
and  that  you  may  let  your  prayers  ascend  up  to  Him  in  behalf  of  us  all  for  the 

blessing  to  rest  upon  vs  and  that  lie  vrou1  d  in  113. s  pood  time  return  us  to  our 

homes  in  peace  and  health,  and  with  hearts  of  gratitude  for  all  His  kindness  and 
mercy  to  us  sinners. 


From  the  tine  we  left  until  within  a  few  days  about  half  of  the  ship’s  company 
have  been  seasick  and  being  cramped  for  room,  and  not  ‘being  able  to  have  our 
victuals  well- cooked,  has  made  it  very  eisagreoabl e,  besides  there  is  a  pood  deal 
of  discontent  on  account  of  the  supposed  r.eplect  of  o;r  apent  to  provide  such 
provisions  as  was  expected  by  the  Company,  and  for  which  they  had  oaid  their 
money.  Besides,  the  Cautain  has  nrov-d  to  be  so  very  different  from  what  he  ap¬ 
peared  to  be  on  shore  that  sometimes  we  are  almost  disheartened,  and  some  have 
wished  themselves  on  shore  again.  And,  although  I  have  been  somewhat  accustomed 
to  rough  company.  I  think  he  is  the  most  vu  par  man  I  ever  saw  in  the  command  of 
a  ship  and  a  disgrace  to  his  profession.  He  do^s  not  and  cannot  oxnect  to  com¬ 
mand  respect  from  the  passengers.  David,  Mr.  benny  and  Mr*  McCoy,  have  suffered 
tho  most  from  seas  icknea  s ,  but  are  now  tolerable  well  and  vrill  remain  so  while 
the  smooth  sea  lusts.  The  Company  as  a  general  thing  are  as  respectable  as 
could  have  been  exoected  a  id  would  have  been  more  so  had  they  had  a  better  ex¬ 
ample  set  them  by  the  captain. 


We  have  religious  services  on  ’Yednei day  in  the  cobin,  and  on  deck  on  the  Sab* 
bath,  when  tho  weather  is  oleasant.  Some  attend  while  many  do  not.  In  the  eve¬ 
nings,  the  Captain  and  his  party  keen  up  fiddling,  dancinr.  and  sinpinp  until  a 
late  hour.  Spoke  no  ship  since  we  loft--seen  a  few- -should  the  wind  continue 
fair,  we  exoect  to  be  in  Cane  Verdes  in  a  few  days,  our  first  stocking  olace. 

Our  ship  has  Droved  herself  a  pood  sailor  i\f\&  a  very  good  sea  boat.  Not  having 
much  to  do,  time  hangs  somewhat  heavi 1 y-- some  work, --some  read — some  nlay--and 
some  do  nothing,  but  all.  hope  to  make  someti  ing  when  we  pet  to  California.  Adieu 
for  present. 


Sunday,  April  8th 

Since  vfritinp  l&ut,  the  wind  has  boon  mostly  1  ipht  with  very  pleasant  weather 
and  we  have  made  some  Progress  toward  the  Cape  De  Verd  i.n  hopes  to  get  there 
this  week*  Our  people  are  in  good  health  and  tolerable  spirits  plavinp  at  dif¬ 
ferent  kinds  of  games,  singing,  fiddling,  and  wo  have  many  good  musicians,  vocal 
and  instrumental.  One  evening  in  Ahe  ?mek  is  devoted  to  prayer  moetirrs .  One 
day  to  debating  sundry  ouestions  and  the  remainder  to  such  sports  as  best  suit 
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our  inclination.  •  '.Ye  had  an  exciting  time  last  week.  The  Captain  struck  a  por¬ 
poise  -which  nade  rare  sport  for  a  tire  and  rare  eating  afterwards.  Our  cook  is 
a  bustling  3ort  of  a  fellow-very  loquacious  and  very  foul-mouthed.  His  wife 
is  now  tolcroble  smart.  She  oomos  out  of  her  stateroom  when  breakfast  is  most 
ready,  with  being;  pretty  sure  with  a  pood  breakfast  herself  and  of  receiving 
from  those  who  do  her  work  ton  dollars  for  it-. 

A  cloud  seorr.s  to  hanp  over  us  in  relation  to  our  future  operations  but  I 
hope  that  all  inuy  yet  come  out  right.  The  most  I  have  now  to  fear  is  our  boing 
so  long  on  the  passage  that  we  shall  lose  the  season  work ’ng  when  we  arrive. 

Y('o  had  one  of  Deacon  Bacon's  sermons  read  to  us  by  the  Captain  with  singing  and 
prayers.  No  games  allowed  on  the  Sabbath. 

April  13  th 

Since  writing,  we  have  had  fine  weather  and  '  ight  winds.  On  Monday  Morning 
last  at  sunrise  there  was  a  cry  made,  not  "Go  ye  out  to  meet  him,  but  the 
startling  cry  of  "a  man  overboard’  which  proved  to  be  Mr.  Jennings,  but  by  the 
blessings  of  God  and  the  exertions  of  the  crew  he  wu3  soon  *ot  on  board  again. 
The  excitement  in  such  cases  can  1 e  better  imagined  than  described.  Some  run¬ 
ning  one  way,  some  another  and  the  Caota i n--but  I  she.ll  not  attempt  to  tell 
what  he  did  say.  Uneasiness  rather  increases  than  otherwise,  still  hope  all 
will  be  for  the  best. 

The  first  number  of  the  "Golden  Budget"  nade  its  appearance  on  Wednesday, 
the  eleventh.  How  much  cold  the  printer  will  realize  cannot  be  tol  1.  This 
day  very  pleasant.  Three  sails  in  sight.  The  Captain  Boarded  the  British 
bri®-,  "Laurel"  of  Liverpool  from  Lisbon  hound  to  Tampico,  Mexico  and  carried  on 
board  a  large  number  of  letters  from  the  ship's  Company  for  their  friends  in 
the  States,  the  first  opportunity  we  have  had.  A  brig  and  bareuo  close  by,  call 
ourselves  North  of  Ca~e  Verde  about  eight  hundred  miles— four  days  good  run. 

Fish  about,  tut  have  caught  nothing  as  yet. 


April  16  th 

Our  good  weather  and  1 ight  winds  from  the  westward  still  continuing.  Yester¬ 
day,  Sunday,  almost  calm  and  about  as  warm  as  our  middle  of  May.  Held  meeting 
on  deck— -our  Captain  bei-.g  the  reader— —after  letting  off  one  of  the  most  ter¬ 
rible  round  of  oaths  anyone  can  imagine,  in  the  morning.  It  was  supposed  oy 
some  that  by  getting  him  engaged  in  our  meeting  some  more  of  the  Company  might 
be  induced  to  attend — many  being  very  much  under  his  influence — they  do  attend 
very  quietly.  Whether  it  will  be  attended  with  good  consequences  cannot  now 
be  told;  we  hope  it  may.

April  21st 

From  the  sixteenth  up  to  this  time  has  been  pleasant  and  the  winds 
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hands  well,.  ‘But  murmurs  are  heard  from  many  on  account  of  the  ocnduct  of  our 

Captain  who  is  ungent.1  emanly  in  the  extreme,  lie  curses  and  threatens  the  whol  n 

Company  without  their  knowing  that  they  have  done  anything  that  is  improper  or 
Mihat  at  all  interfers  with  his  rules  as  commander  of  the  ship.  I  think  matters 
cannot  go  on  in  this  way  much  longer  without  open  rebellion.  Tho  Captain  has 
repeatedly  said  ne  would  leave  tho  ship  at  the  Canes  and  has  threatened  to  have 
revenue.  In  what  way  ho  has  not  told  us.  IVhether  he  will  leave  us  is  a  matter 
of  doubt  with  me,  but  should  he  do  so,  1  do  not  believe  +h9  sun  will  step  in 

its  course,  swordfish  became  salmon  or  the  pood  Barque,  "Anna  Reynolds"  be  pre¬ 

vented  from  proceeding  on  her  voyage  toward  California.  Whether  she  reaches 
there  or  not  he  has  lost  the  confidence,  I  believe,  of  nearlv  ail  the  Company 
with  perhaps  the  exception  of  some  who  are  of  his  own  stamp  and  would  like  to 
gain  favor  with  him.  This  morning,  at  sunrisirig,  saw  the  Island  of  St. Antonio, 
one  of  the  Caoe  Vordo  group.  Stood  to  within  one  mile  of  the  same  on  the 
North  uud  East  side,  when  we  stood  off  intending  to  go  to  the  eastward  of  it. 

,  The  land  is  high  and  appears  to  be  nearly  barren.  Saw  three  or  four  boats  which 
started  for  our  ship,  but  could  not  fetch  her — probably  with  fish  or  fruit  to 
sell  to  us*  A  schooner  has  just  hove  in  sight  which  appears  to  be  an  American. 
We  have  spoken  the  schooner  which  proves  to  the  "Friendship"  of  East  Haven 

bound  to  California  with  passengers. 

/•':  Sunday,  the  twenty- second 

Beat  to  windward  of  the  islands  and  run  into  Saint  Vincent’s  and  came  to 
anchor  in  eight  and  a  hp*lf  fathoms  of  water  12  o’clock  Sunday  about  one  half 
mile  from  shore  in  a  very  handsom  bay, ’veil  sheltered  from  the  winds  in  front  of 
a  small  village  and  fort  with  the  Portugese  flag  flying.  A  boat  came  off  and 
told  the  Captain  he  might  core  on  shore  and  ha  hes  ju3t  used  his  liberty  and  is 
now  on  shore.  A  boat  has  been  on  board  from  the  American  schooner,  mw  lying 
at  the  mouth  of  .  the  bay  and  like  ourselves,  wants  to  get  fresh  provisions,  wood, 
water,  and  so  forth.  Reports  about  forty  passengers  for  the  gold  diggings.

v  Tuesday,  the  24th  . 

Fresh  winds  and  fair  weather.  The  town,  30  called,  is  one  of  the  most  miser¬ 
able  looking  places  that  c«n  well  be  ic-ngined.  Some  forty  or  fifty  huts, 

.'coarse  stone  walls,  thatch  roofs  with  two  or  three  exceptions  and  the  people 
are  in  most  cases  as  degraded  as  thuir  huts  are  filthy.  I  speak  mostly  from 
the' reports  of  others  of  the  Company  not  having  been  on  shore  but  about  four 
■hours,  which'  time  was  occupied  mostly  in  gathering  she’ Is  on  the  shore  and  in 
visiting  the  consul's  garden  or  farm  about  two  mil  r>  bo  the  southward  and  west- 
.  ward  and  is  the  only  green  spot  that  I  saw  on  the  island  and  that  is  a  sorry 
affair.  There  is  not  any  fruit  grows  here  and  very  few  vegetables,  and  of  the 
poorest  kind.  '  ■  i  ‘ 

•  .V 1  visited  the  seamen’s  burial  ground  where  Me?  interred  so  many  of  our  bold 
sailors,  mostly  from  the  TJ.  S.  Haw.  Fifteen,  1  believe,  In  1R44  within  a  few 
days  with  the  African  fever.  Kostly  from  the  ship  "Prebble" .  The  vard  is  kept 
in  tolerable  good  repairs  by  contributions,  as  I  learn  from  officers  of  the 
ships  of  war— it  being  a  sort  of  rendezvous  for  our  African  squadron.  One  half 
of  our  Comrany  on  shore  yesterday  and  the  other  today.  How  we  have  scent  our 
time  and  whether  we  have  exalted  our  nation  in  the  estimation  of  the  natives  I 
shall  not  attempt  to  say, 

Monday,  April  30th 

have  spent  a  week  in  this  miserable  place  in  getting  on  board  about  one 
dozen  casks  of  water  and  five  chords  of  brushwood,  all  the  refreshment  the  is¬ 
land  affords,  and  the  water  so  bad  that  we  started  (?)  some  of  it  in  order  to 
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pet  batter  in  St.Juro  where  vie  intend  to  stop.  Bad  as  the  ooonle  are  and  bar¬ 
ren  as  the  island  i3,  it  sdems  to  be  hard  v.-ork  for  sore  people  to  leave  them, 
and  if  we  do  not  carry  off  sore  memento  to  remember  them  to  their  sorrow,  I 
shall  be  glad. 

Port  Praya,  St.  Japo,  May  2,  1849 

Y/e  left  St.  Vincent's  on  Monday  Evening  in  Comuany  with  the  trip  of  vmr,  “Por¬ 
poise"  and  cnme  here  this  morning  where  v;o  found  the  flapshio  "Portsmouth"  and 
the  "Porpoise".  The  bay  is  a  very  pleasant  one  and  the  island  looks  much  more 
productive  than  most  of  the  islands.  Vie  lie  about  3~  miles  from  the  landing 
place  on  the  Southwest  side  of  the  island.  I  have  not,  as  yot  been  on  shore 
but  the  appearance  from  shin  board  much,  especially  the  houses  on  the  hill  and 
coconuts  and  bananas  in  the  valley,  but  al1  this  does  not  make  me  easy  to  re¬ 
main  here  another  week, as  I  feel  we  must.  I.v.i.th  most  of  the  Company, are  anx¬ 
ious  to  be  in  California  where  we  are  in  hopes  to  be  better  employed.  Our  Coat 
has  gone  on  shore  for  water  and  I  am  in  hopes  to  go  on  shore  tomorrow  when  I 
can  tell  you  more  about  it. 

May  7th— 4:00  P.M. 

We  are  still  lying  at  anchor  here  but  think  of  sailing  soon,  at  least  so  think 

.the  Comoany.  What  the  Captain  thinks  of  doing  no  one  knov's  for  he  is  playing  a 

etrange  game.  Y»e  have  been  seven  days  getting  about  20  casks  of  water  which  we 
could  have  gotten  in  two.  As  long  as  he  has  such  comoany  on  shore  he  seems  not 

to  oare  much  for  the  interest  of  tho  Com  any  but  is  .willing,  to  sacrifice  all  for  4 

his  own  indulgences.  The  worst  is  to  be  feared--the -Company  is  very  indignant 
but  aopear  to  he  afraid  to  say  anything  in  their  own  behalf  but  the  prospects  of 
the  Company,  I  am  afraid, will  be  sacrificed  to  pleowe  one  noor  miserable  niece 
of  humanity,  .almost  three  months  of  our  time  lias  already  expired  and  only  about 
l/S  of  our  passage  accomplished, so  much  for  one  nan  newer.  "re  a»’e  now  heaving  un 
the  anchor  which  is  glorious  news.  Yesterday  about  15  of  us  v.re nt  across  the  is¬ 
land  three  leagues. 

The  old  city  now  in  ruins,  the  castle  too,  stands,  or  did  stand  on  an  emin¬ 
ence  of  about  3,00'  fe't  high.  Many  of  the  walls  are  still  standing  and  of 
great  thickness.  It  must  have  been  a  very  strong  place  and  commands  the  town 
and  harbor.  There  is  still  standing  a  Roman  Catholic  church  which  must  have 
been  a  very  splendid  thing  when  new  and  many  parts  of  ’t  are  in  a  tolerable 
state  of  preservation  although  sunposed  to  b“  nearly  400  ypars  old.  An  old 
black  man  has  the  care  of  it  and  treated  us  with  all  possible  r>ol  i  teness  ,  but 
from  the  fact  of  our  not  being  able  to  converse  much  with  each  other  we  could 
not  get  luuch  knowledge  of  the  place.  There  is  a  few  blacks  living  there  who 
grow  a  little  fruit  to  sell  but  other  business  done  is  very  small.  It  is  an  un¬ 
healthy  place.  It  is  supposed  that  l/3  of  the  population  die  annually  vrhich  ac¬ 
counts  for  the  place  being  left  so  deso^te. 

Y/e  sailed  as  I  anticipated  about  6:00  and  gave  three  cheers  to  each  of  the 
three  ships  of  wur  lying  here  and  was  answered  in  return.  7»r<:»  stood  out  to  sea 
for  about  one  hour  when  our  l.’oble  Captain  hauled  uoon  the  wind  and  stood  in  for 
the  anchorage  arain,  lowered  down  the  boat  and  went  board  of  the  fleet  again-- 
for  what  purpose  we  are  not  informed.  Madam  rumor  says  a  certain  female  which 
is  on  board  had  something  to  do. with  the  mission.  Whether  she  had  or  not,  the 
thing  seems  to  be  veiled  in  mystery. 

Vie  have  had  rood  fair  wind  since  we  left  and  warm  weather.  Not  much  to  do 
but  eat  ora.  ges  and  bananas  to  keen  then  from  rotting,  ’"his  morning  saw  a  ship 
standing  to  the  northward  arid  now,  S<  turdav,  11:00  the  12th,  are  close  to  a 
barque  standing  to  the  southward  which  we  shall  probably  speak  with.  Gome  of 
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our  mechanics  are  at  work  up on  a  model  or  models  for  a  steamboat,  others  upon 
gold  vre.shi.ng  machines  to  be  put  in  operation  when  vre  come  to  the  El  Dorado, 
where  all  is  gold  that  shines. 

"Mednesday,  May  lGth 

The  wind  being  light  and  baffling  with  heavy  showers  of  rain,  the  first  for 
five  or  six  weeks  which  refreshes  us  very  much,  besides  catching  three  hogs¬ 
heads  of  v;ater  to  drink. 

Wednesday,  May  23rd. 

Since  wriing  last  we  have  had  light  and  baffling  v,iod  vith  sore  rain,  Things 
on  board  remuining  much  as  they  were.  Much  grumbling  but  not  much  else.  T'.re  ho' 
our  religious  meetings  as  usual  but  not  much  interacted  manifested  by  the  most 
of  the  Company. 

Monday  evening  last  we  crossed  the  Equator  but  little  ceremony  took  place  in 
honor  of  old  Neptune.  The  wind  is  now  fresh  ar.d  tolerable  fair  and  we  ure  in 

hopes  to  have  a  good  run  to  Cape  Horn.  Some  of  the  poonle  are  to  work  on  the 

gold  washing  machine,  some  upon  the  steamboat,  some  upon  straw  hats,  some  in 
scrubbing  cooonut  shells,  some  in  garbling,  some  in  reading  and  the  others  in 

doing  nothing.  Some  of  our  people  have  boon  unwell  a  little  but  still  it  is 

very  healthy  on  board. 

The  28th 

The  wind  still  fair,  be  are  today  in  Lat t .  120  08'  S.  7;e  have  not  seen  a 
ship  sinoe  crossing  the  line.  The  "Golden  Budget"  which  has  been  for  some  time 
discontinued,  has  been  put  in  operation  under  new  editors.  An  opposition  paper 
has  also  be  n  started  by  the  old  editor  which  may  make  warm  work.  The  debating 
society  is  now  in  full  blast  and  I  must  close  for  the  present. 

June  4th 

We  have  had  a  good  run  up  to  June  first.  The  wind  is  now  ahead  which  makes 

some  of  our  people  look  downcast.  Much  disputing  about  different  subjects  and 

sometimes  the  debating  runs  high,  but  generally  roes  off  well.  About  the  30th 

came  up  with  a  small  fishing  boat  on  the  Brazil  banks  from  which  we  rot  a  mess 

of  fresh  fish.  Friday,  June  1  saw  the  coast  of  Brazil  near  Cape  St.  Thomas. 

Stood  to  the  eastward.  Going  ahead  with  our  tents,  steamboat  and  gold  washers. 

Many  of  our  people  miss  their  mamas  *  pantry  much,  but  I  should  like  some  water 

from  the  old  oaken  bucket  which  hangs  in  r.y  well  better  than  all  the  victuals 

that  til e  tontine  could  supply.

June  12th 

Since  this  month  came  in  the  wind  has  been  in  the  southwestern  board  which 
makes  it  ahead  for  us.  Getting  along  very  slowly.  Latt.  about  31°.  An  English 
baroue  in  sight  standing  to  the  north  and  westward.  The  Captain  and  one  cf 
the  men  rather  unwell.  Some  dissatisfaction  on  account  of  the  conduct  of  the 
Captain  with  regard  to  our  cook,  etc.  The  ’-ind  is  a  little  more  favorable  to¬ 
day.  The  weather  is  somewhat  cool.  Employed  much  as  usual, 

Juno  30t.h 

The  wind  since  the  12th  has,  for  the  most  of  the  tire,  been  from  the  south¬ 
ward  and  westward.  Right  ahead  and  blowing  a  h°avy  gale  most  of  the  time  with 
a  heavy  soa  and  cloudy,  rainy,  cold  weather  with  snualls  of  hail  which  makes  it 
very  disagreeable.  Eat  our  meals  when  we  can  get  them  sitting  on  the  floor  or 
deck.  Each  one  scudeling  his  own  dish.  Our  old  cook's  being  discharged  and  a 
now  one  put  in.  Things  are  not  being  very  awroeable  on  board.  Latt. 43°  Long._

A  somewhat  floomv  picture  be¬ 
fore  us  but  still  wo  have  hope  and  trust  in  Him  who  has  said,  ’’I  will  never 
leave  thee  r.or  forsake  thee”,  that  Ho  will,  in  His  good  time  conduct  us  in 
safety  to  our  desired  haven. 


'*  The  wind  today  is  light  and  variable.  Our  acconmodations  verv  bad.  A  great 
many  sea  fowl  about  the  shin  of  different  speoies.  v<'e  caught  one  which  meas¬ 
ured  10  feet  2  inches  from  tin  to  tip  of  it's  wings.  Very  few  fish  of  any  kind, 
We  are  now  steering,  for  Falkland  Islands  to  recruit  our  water.  We  do  not  ex¬ 
pect  to  get  any  wood  until  we  get  farther  south  of  the  Capo.  Prospects  hard,  a 
long  voyage  before  us,  have  patience.  Reading,  debating  and  other  societies  dis¬ 
continued  on  account  of  the  weather  and  even  our  spirited  newspaper  cannot  be 
published,  a  source  of  much  regret  to  many,  although  not  by  all  as  we  are  not 
all  willing  to  havo  our-aotions  exposed  to  the  public  gaze

even  of  a  small  ship's 
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The  sea  runs  so  hig.h  and  tumbles  on  board  of  our  little  barnue  so  much  and  the 
weather  is  so  cold  that  we  are  obliged  to  keep  in  our  beds  much  of  the  time — a 
hard  way  of  killing  time.  But  even  in. that  situation  much  animated  discussion 
i3  carried  on,  although  not  always  with  the  most  amicable  feelings.  The  dogs, 
three  in  numbor,  are  the  only  ones  on  board  who  have  come  to  loggerheads  as  vet, 

July  dth 

The  first  part  of  this  day  light  winds  from  the  South.  Steering  to  the  west 
for  Falkland  Islands.  Getting  along  slowly.  At  sunrise  the  flag  was  hoisted  on 
board.  Under  a  salute  of  mu spue try  is  honored  the  independence  of  our  common 
country.  A  committee  of  arrangements  having  been  previously  appointed  to  make 
arrangements  for  celebrating  the  day  in  a  suitable  manner.  The  following  was 
got  upi  1st  singing  a  hymn,  2nd  prayer,  3rd  music,  4th  reading  the  declaration, 
5th  oration*  6th  music  7th  prayer. 

After  the  services  were  concluded  the  company  3at  down  to  a  dinner  got  up  in 
John  E. Thurston's (name  uncertain)  best  style  under  existing  circumstances  as¬ 
sisted  by  Mr.  George  S.Foot.  After  the  cloth  was  removed,  13  toasts  was  drunk  in 
coffee  of  the  genuine  stamp.  'When  a  great  many  volunteers  followed,  amid  tremen¬ 
dous  cheers  when  the  meeting  broke  up.  The  exercises  were  conducted  with  orc- 
nriotv---the  oration  purely  American  and  all  there  was  to  mar  the  good  feelings 
of  the  company  was  some  very  injudicious  remarks  from  the  orator,  Captain  Bot¬ 
tom  in  regard  to  some  of  our  own  concerns  on  board,  and  from  the  baneful  affects 
of  strong  drink,  not  the  first  tine  since  we  left  home.  A  temperance  company

At  11  A.M,  saw  a  sail  to  the  southward  standing  to  the  west.  The  first  we

very  stormy  most  of  the  time,  with  a  bad  s«a.  The  ship  under  close  reef  sails 
■  or  lying  to  a  great  part  of  the  time,  the  water  coming  over  our  decks  so  that 
it  makes  it  very  uncomfortable  for  company.  The  weather  being  so  cold  that  they 
wrap  themselves  up  in  great  ocets  and  mittens.  We  are  still  trying,  ^July  14  th 
to  get  into  the  Falkland  Islands  but  the  v<;nd  is  still  dead  ahead.  Much  spar¬ 
ring  amongst  the  crew  about  the  powers  of  the  Captain  and 
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the  conduct  of  trie  arents.  Wo  have  changod  our  cooks  two  or  three  times  and 
now  the  Cantain  superintends  the  pal ley  hinsolf--a  very  pood  arrangement . 

The  first  cook  acting  as  steward  and  his  wife  remaining;  in  her  stateroom 
daily. 

The  vovape  has,  for  the  most  part,  been  unpleasant  although  no  serious 
accident  has  hanuoned  and  very  little  sickness  on  board.  Five  months  of  our 
18  pone  and  we  still  have  about  ^  the  vovape,  hut  we  still  hone  to  be  suc¬ 
cessful  in  the  end. 

Sunday,  the  lcth 

The  wind  blowing  a  heavy  pale  from  the  south  and  w«st.  Saw  a  sail  to  the 
West  Monday  morning.  The  strange  sail  came  neur  us,  a  trip — her  long,  being 
5b°  49’  given  to  us  upon  a  board — the  wind  and  sea  b-ir.p  too  high  to  speak 
with  her.  Our  1  ng.  given  her  the  same  wav,  being  54°  40'.  We  pave  her  three 
cheers  which  was  promptly  answered.  She  appeared  to  have  passengers  on  board, 
probably  for  California,  1 

July  17th 

Four  months  from  Stonington.  Near  500  miles  from  Falkland  Islands.  The 
gale  still  continuing  with  plenty  of  snow  and  hail. 


Saturday,  the  21st 

Made  the  west  end  of  the  island  of  East  Falkland,  the  wind  blowing  from  the 
southward  and  westward.  A  heavy  pale.  Run  to  the  eastward  of  the  island. 

The  mountains  covered  with  snow.  The  wind,  .vnnda.v,  blowing  o  hard  that  we 
could  not  beat  ‘he  shin  into  a  harbor.  The  Captain  and  boat?s  crew  went  on 
shore  and  killed  one  wild  goose. 

Monday,  the  22nd 

The  wind  being  light  we  came  into  the  bay  of  Port  Wil’iam  Stanley  about 
seven  riles  into  the  most  snug  harbor  in  the  islands.  Completely  landlocked. 
Anchored  almost  abreast  of  the  village.  The  English  have  a  small  settlement 
here.  The  government  owns  the  whole,  I  believep  Some  very  snug  houses,  the 
inhabitants  partly  English  and  part  Spanish. 

Tuesday  one  half  of  the  cot.panv  went  on  shpre  gunning.  Killed  a  few  geese 
and  ducks--not  very  good.  The  others  filling  up  water. 


Wednesday,  the  24th 
The  weather  very  fine.  Wind  Northwes' 
on  shore,  myself  with  tnem.  The  land  i; 
Ice  thick  enough  to  bear  a  man.  In  the 
dry,  bearing  sore  vegetables  if  watered 
done  by  building  walls  of  peat  which  is 
3g  per  lb.

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Monday,  Julv  30 th 

The  wind  E.N, E.  Got  under  way  and  heat  down  the  mouth  of  the  hay.  It  is 
snowing  all  day  very  fast.  Ran  hack  up  the  bay  to  an  anchorare.  Thursday 
weather  clear,  wind  west.  Get  under  way  and  stood  out. 

Thursday,  aurust  2nd 

Went  to  sea  after  being  in  port  eleven  days  and  retting  30  hogsheads  of 
water.  The  Captain  seeming  to  care  very  little  about  our  getting  to  the  end 
of  our  voyage.  A  great  hand  for  spreeing  and  having  plenty  of  music  to  take 
on  shore,  makes  it  bad  for  us.  The  wind  being  to  the  eastward,  we  stood  to 
the  southward.  At  10  the  wind  came  out  at  the  S.h.  blowing  almost  a  hurri¬ 
cane.  Stood  to  the  North  under  close  reef  and  ton  sails.  A  very  bad  sea. 
Shipped  two  which  nearly  filled  our  waists.  Took  some  in  our  cabins.  ~»hip 
proves  herself  to  be  a  first  rate  sea  boat. 

Left  at  the  island  for  San  Francisco  ship  "Chilli"  of  Hew  I’edford,  Captain 
Dexter;  Schooner  "Page"  of  E  dg  art  own .  Captain  to  sail  soon.  Barque  Royal 
Mint"  of  Dundee  came  into  port  to  obtain  a  physician,  the  captain  being  very 
sick.  Cause  said  to  be  intemperance.  News  from  California  encouraging . 

People  employed  clearing  decks  of  snow  and  ice.  Vihat l  Ice  in  July,  you  will 
say?  To  be  sure--no thing  else. 

The  wind  more  moderate.  Stood  to  the  7/estwurd  to  pass  by  the  West  Falk- 
1 ands . 

The  v/iri|d  hauling  to  the  south  and  west. 

August  5th 

Made  the  East  end  of  the  island.  Not  being  able  to  fetch  to  windward  the 
v.'ind  blowing  very  heavy  in  squalls  with  sleat  and  snow,  ;e  ran  Into  the 
^iueen  Charlotte's  bay  and  came  to  anchor  the  lee  of  the  land.  Smooth  water 
seven  fathoms.

August  7th 

The  wind  still  blowing  very  heavy  ft  cm  the  3.  7<.  with  hail  squalls,  the 
land  being  mostly  covered  with  snow.  Two  beats  crews  went  on  shore  with  their 
guns  in  quest  of  game.  Came  on  board  at  night  with  ?70  -ild  goose,  Two 
prairie  wolves  or  foxes  and  one  hair  seal.  About  150  days  from  New  Haven  and 
to  the  northward  of  Cape  Horn.  ^Vood  short.  Our  patience  almost  gone. 
Salt  pork  and  beef  for  breakfast  with  an  apology  for  coffee.  Salt  pork  and 
beef  for  supper  with  what  is  called  tea.  Dinner--we  have  none,  beans  and 
rice  someti;  es  with  apple  sauce  and  biscuits — occasional lv.  The  West  Island 
is  like  the  Bast  in  most  respects.  Not  a  tree  or  shrub  grows  upon  either. 
Fresh  water  in  abundance  with  game  ar d  good  harbors.  Now  waiting  for  the 
wind  to  como  from  the  north  or  eastward. 

August  8th 

Still  continue  killing  geese,  having  taken  614  geese,  6  foxe3,  2  seals  and 
taken  a  quantity  of  drift  wood  which  -e  oarrid  on  our  bucks  about  £  mile.

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September  10th 

The  wind  has  been  fair  for  the  most  part  since  the  7th,  but  light — making 
slovf  pro  prose  toward  California.  The  weather  has  become  mild  so  that  ve  can 
enjoy  the  deck.  Yesterday  we  made  the  coast  of  Chile.  This  morning  we  are 
standi  Tip;  in  the  Tulcuanna,  or  Tuckawanna,  to  pet  wood  and  water.  More  than 
6  months  from  New  Haven.  All  ttc11. 

September  15th 

This  day  we  anchored  in  the  harbor  of  Tuckawanna  at  the  bottom  of  a  fine  bay 
about  12  miles  deep.  The  bay  is  a  very  fair  one  and  the  shore  is  beautiful. 

The  climate  pood  and  the  soil  rich,  and  undor  skillful  hands  mipht  become  an 
Eden.  The  place  was  mostly  destroyed  by  an  earthquake  some  vears  since  with 
many  thousands  of  its  inhabitants.  It  is  partly  rebuilt.  Much  of  the  business 
done  by  the  Americans.  No  American  ship  in  port  but  ours.  It  is  now  the  spring 
season  and  not  ne.nv  vegetables  in  market.  Potatoes  about  ^5/  per  ubshel.  Flour 
4*.  per  lb.  The  country  is  very  much  broken  by  earthquakes,  Haich  are  ouite  com¬ 
mon.  The  peonle  are  mostly  a  mixture  of  the  Spanish  and  Indians.  Look  very 
healthy.  Their  morals  I  know  not  much  about.  Probably  much  like  other  Homan 
Catholic  countries.  Their  independence  is  to  be  celebrated  soon.  To  last 
tfwo  days.  The  hill  top  covered  wi  Lh  prass.  Fleasant  walking.  The  ancient  ci  -y 
of  Conception  about  nine  miles  distant.  Some  of  the  company  think  of  visicing 

it. 


Sentember  27th  .  „  .. 

Since  writing  we  have  been  lyinp  in  port  much  to  the  dissatisfaction  of  the 

Company  and  I  hink  to  the  disprace  of  the  Captain.  Five  days  would  nave  ,  eon 
sufficient  time  to  have  pot  all  that  we  have  rot  from  shore.  He  has  csen  on 
shore  all  the  tine  and  appears  to  care  very  little  for  the  interest  of  tho 
Company.  Three  American  ships  have  come  into  the  port  and  sailed  for  Californ¬ 
ia  days  since.  Tv.x>  havo  sailed  sometime  since.  Great  country  this.  Plenty 
of  Spanish  and  Indian  girls  an  article  much  called  for  about  this  ti’  e. 

The  Captain  and  musiemen  are  now  at  Tomma,  10  miles,  keening  on  a^f«r.  .an.  o 
and  the  ship  lyinp  here  with  a  fair  wind.  The  company  almost  in  a  state  of 
mutiny.  They  had  a  meeting  the  other  nipht  which  resulted  m— no  .hing--  an- 
"“her  h  talked  of  for  t.wrow,  What  the  result  will  be.  I  knev-  not.  The 
Stl.  to  rcake  the  Can  tain  leave  port.  We  havo  been  out  2C0  days  and  have 
boen  at  port  50  days  already.  Kov,  irony  more  v,e  shall  s. ay  I  teov,  not.  As 
long  as  the  Captain' can  fet  plenty  of  wine  and  he  mil  Ssop.  Some  of 

our  men  have  been  nut  in  the  calaboose  but  some  got  out  by  payinr  the  fine  re¬ 
quired.  The  police  have  had  a  deal  of  trouble  with  the  Yankee  boats  bound  to 

California.  Hard  bovn  some  of  the. 

I  have  teon  with  some  of  our  boys  across  the  bay  to  Pink*.  A  fine  place 
for  this  country.  A  larme  flouring  mill  with  four  run  of  stones  and. a  wheel 
40  feet  in  diameter,  overshot,  owned  by  a  Connecticut  man,  Aillian  Oelano, 
former  consul  of  this  place.  A  very  active  and  intelligent  Yankee  cO  man¬ 
age  it.  Unlike  Jacocks  mill,  this  never  stands  still. 

It  looks  more  like  Connecticut  than  any  place  I  have  seen  since  I  left  home. 
Apple  and  peach  trees  are  in  blossom.  Peas  and  beans  look  well.  They  mostly 
work  oxen.  Oh  dear,  such  ones  they  drive  bv  a  stick  lashed  across  the  bacx 
of  their  horns  and  heavy.  Poor,  driven  with  goads.  Mules  and  .tacks  are  also 
worked.  Horses  generally  snail  and  poor.  Can  be  bought  for  about .1C  -  • 

($20.).  Some  good  ones  cost  more.  They  are  kept  lor  the  daddle.  The  ladiea 
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here  ride.  Generally  sitting  upon  the  ooposite  side  of  the  horse  from  our 
Anorican  ladies,  but  manage  their  steeds  pretty  veil.  Their  huir,  which  is 
long,  almost  always  black,  and  glossy.  Thev  wear  it  in  two  brails  and  let  it 
hang  down  their  baoks .  Their  heads,  I  believe  are  alwavs  uncovered.  The 
dresses  of  the  upoer-crust  is  sometimes  rich  and  ravher  tustefu,  but  the  gen¬ 
erality  of  the  rirls  about  town  are  dressed  "shabby  and  their  feet  bare.  But 
they  look  healthy  and  robust.. 

September  29th 

The  meeting  of  which  I  spoke  has  been  held.  The  great  struggle  is  over,  for 
the  present  at  least.  Captain  Bottom  has  been  oischarged  from  the  ship.  Whether 
for  rood  or  evil  is  vot  to  be  seen.  Hr.  Webb,  the  1st  mate  is  now  captain. 

We  believe  him  to  be  an  honest  man  but  laokir.P-  many  of  the  renuisite  qualificat¬ 
ions  needed  to  have  'he  charge  of  such  contemptible  materials  as  this  company 
is  composed  of.  The  2nd  officer  promoted  to  the  1st  nates  office,  and  one  of 
the  sailors  2nd  mate.  The  last  a  ve-y  good  selection.  ’^e  are  now  waiting  for 
a  fair  wind  which  we  hope  will  soon  conn.  The  news  fron  California  continues 
good.  Left  a  letter  on  shore  27th  to  be  sent  to  Hew  Haven  the  first  opportunity 

October,  Monday  1st 

The  crew  and  p&sson^rs  are  all  on  board  for  sailing.  The  riml  is  light  and 
from  the  northward.  Course  ahead  for  u: .  I  do  rot  think  we  shall  go  to  sea 
today.  Some  of  our  company  feel  sleepy.  «Yill  scon  get  over  it  I  think  if  thev 
remain  on  board. 

Mr.  Patch  arid  wife,  cook  and  stewardess,  have  left  the  shin.  Also  Mr.Dulley 
Taylor,  a  member  of  our  company.  ’Ye  take  three  Chilean  nacsengqrs  in  lieu. 

The  ship  "Chilli"  of  New  Bedford,  Capt.  Dexter,  for  California  left  in  port  to 
sail  soon.  The  American  consul,  Mr.  Cros'y,  resides  here,  A  thorough-going 
Ohio  looo  foco.  Farther  I  know  not.  His  family  are  with  him  at  Tonna,  north 
side  of  the  bay.  The  Yankees  have  got  a  good  hotel,  having  two  rood  flouring 
mills  and  doing,  a  good  business. 

Tuesday,  October  2nd 

This  day  at  sunrise  weighed  anchor  and  rode  sail  for  California  with  a  light 
southerly  7/ind.  At  10  o’clock  out  in  the  broad  Facirio.  The  bar  iue  "Nahum 
I-eag"  of  khode  Island  with  passengers  for  California  just  astern.  God  grant 
us  a  crood  passare. 

October  4th 

The  wind  has  held  at  the  south  and  east  since  we  left  with  good  breeze  and 
smooth  sea  with  pleasant  weather,  he  are  novr  considering  ourselves  as  in  the 
south  east  trades  and  oxpect  a  fine  passage.  Lutt.  today  31°  09'  S.  Long.

Saturday,  October  Sth 

The  wind  still  continues  fair  and  clear  weather  and  vre  are  making  good  pro¬ 
gress  on  our  voyage.  All  things  going  on  well  on  board,  Much  more  so  than 
formerly.  '.Ye  are  now  to  work  on  our  steamboat.  Latt.  260  33* 

Tuesday,  the  9th 

Up  to  this  tine  we  have  had  pleasant  weather,  fair  winds  and  smooth  sea.  Of 
course  all  things  go  on  finely.  Lutt. 21°  64',  Long,  on  the  8th  ,  81°  60'  W, 

Tuesday,  October  23yd 

Up  to  this  time  the  weaMier  has  been  remarkable  fine  and  the  wind  as  fair  as 
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it  can  blow  for  us  for  which  we  trust  we  are  thankful,  'V'ind  from  the  south¬ 
easterly  board.  For  18  days  re  3carooly  had  to  shift  a  sail  and  I  believe  tho 
Main  royal  was  not  once  taken  in.  We  have,  averaged  about  tv:o  decrees  of  Latt. 
per  day.  On  Sunday  last,  the  21st  saw  a  small  island  near  us.  Saturday  after¬ 
noon,  the  20th, crossed  the  enuator--Long .  3°  30'  W.  about  five  months  since 
crossing  it  last,  to  the  southward.  Today,  Latt.  60  03'  N.  with  hard  rain. 

The  first  we  have  had  since  out,  and  the  wind  veering  to  the  S.'".  Tie  expect 
to  take  the  N.  g,  trade  winds . soon. 

Wednesday 

This  afternoon  heavy  rain,  VHnd  light  from.  S.T7.  Evening,  strong  breezes 
from.  east.  N.E.  trade  winds  and  fair  weather.  Exchanged  signals  vdth  a  Ham¬ 
burg  ship  from  Talcuana  for  California,  Passed  her  Thursday,  "“ade  a  good 
run.  Latt.  10°  52'  N. 

Tuesday,  the  30th 

Since  writing  tho  weather  has  been  warm  and  pleasant.  Winds  feir  but  most 
of  the  time  light  with  smooth  sea.  Very  pleasant  sailing.  Latt.  about  170  N. 
Four  weeks  out--all  well. 

Thursday,  November  15th 

Since  -writing  the  wind  has  been  from  all  points  of  the  co-T^ass,  but  mostly 
from  the  North  and  west,  ahead  for  us,  with  some  calm.  Get  along  very  slowly. 
Latt.  21°  26'  N.  Long.  24°  20'  TV.  'Weather  most  part  clear.  Some  scualls  of 
rain.  Forty  four  days  from  Talcuana.  About  5r>0  miles  from  Gan  Francisco. 

The  weather  is  somewhat  cool.  Yesterday  a  heavy  rale  from  the  northward  and 
westward.  Today  moderate.  All  hands  impatient  to  be  on  shore  among  the  ^old 
mines.  Not  so  much  scarring  among  the  company  as  formerly,  chief  cause,  the 
Captain  being  removed.  But  the  course  they  think  of  pursuing,  at  least  many 
of  the,  in  regard  to  our  agents,  does  not  reflect  much  good  upon  ‘heir  honor 
or  their  honesty,  so  think  some  of  us.  But  we  must  await  the  result.  Nothing 
can  be  done  until  we  get  in  port  which  I  hope  may  be  soon, 

Saturday,  November  17th 

The  weather  fine.  Wind  light  and  variable.  In  the  morning  saw  tho  barque 
MAmerican  of  Hamburg  standing  to  the  westward,  at  4  P.  V »  taoked  and  stood 
to  the  N.  h  E,  17 e  standing  the  same,  course  about  three  miles  distant.  At 
about  3  Sunduy  morning  tacked  to  the  westward  and  at  -3,  past  three  clear  star¬ 
light  with  three  men  on  'he  lookout,  8s  they  say- -the  two  shins  came  in  contact 
the  Dutoh  ship  striking  us  on  tho  starboard  bon/  near  the  cat-head  cutting  avray 
our  bulwarks  to  the  d~ck  back  to  tho  fore  rigging  and  2  chains,  her  job  boom 
passing  through  our  fore  sail  and  striking  against  our  foremast  and  carrying 
away  his  boom.  Tho  shin  swung  alongside  of  us  and  after  doing  us  much  damage 
swung  clear.  One  of  our  men  having  rot  on  board  of  her.  In  tho  morning  the 
ship  came  along  side  and  vns  r.ook  our  man  on  board  of  our  ship .  She  was  bound 
to  San  Francisco  from  London  ’-rith  passengers.  One  of  our  company  had  one  of 
his  hands  '“lightly  hurt.  The  wind  fair.  Stood  on  our  course,  the  other  ship 
near  by. 

Tie  went  to  work,  all  that  oould,  to  repairing  the  damage  as  1  as  we 
could  and  by  night  had  got  tolerable  snug,  and  call  our  ship  once  more  seaworthy 
Sho  has  remained  entirely  tight  and  it  is  almost  a  miracle  that  wo  came  off 
with  so  little  damage,  and  trust  that  it  may  be  a  caution  to  us  to  keep  better 
look  out  for  future.

Monday,  th©  19th 

This  morning  the  wind  fair  and  fresh  and  a  fair  prospect  of  having  a  speedy 
passage  into  port 

TYedriesday,  28th  of  November  near  the  mouth  of  the  Sacremento  River,  Cal. 

I  arrived  at  this  place  an  hour  ago  hut  must  return  to  the  ocean  again. 
Wednesday,  the  22nd  made  the  coast  of  California  near  San  Francisco  bay  but 
the  weather  being  foggy  we  aid  not.  think  it  best  to  enter.  But  the  next  day, 

"the  23rd,  we  ran  in  to  the  bay  and  harbor  of  San  Francisco. 

I  cannot  give  a  description  of  the  olac©  upon  paper,  but  hope  to  tell  you  all 
about  it  sometime.  I  will  mention  a  few  things  only.  The  outer  bay  is  br-oad 
and  deep.  The  entrance  to  the  inner  bay  is  from  the  s^uthwe^t .  The  channel  at. 

least  six  miles,  one  mile  wide  at  the  narrowest  part,  and  de-p.  Shore  bold  and 

a  small  distance  back--rnountinous .  The  inner  bay  is  beautiful  even  at  this 
dreary  season.  Many  small  islands,  some  of  them  mere  rocks.  The  city,  so  call¬ 
ed,  lies  at  the  right  side  as  you  come  in  on  a  small  bay.  Smooth  water.  The 
city  is  built  part  on  low  and  muddy  ground  and  partly  upon  the  hills.  Some  of 
them  clay,  others  sandy.  The  place  last  y* ar  is  said  not  to  have  contained  mdre 
than  about  3C0  houses  and  tents  and  3,000  people.  1,ow  3,000  houses  and  some  25 
to  30,000  inhabitants,  mostly  floating,  and  it  is  now  a  place  of  rre&t  trade. 

The  number  of  stores  and  shops  is  immense.  The  number  probab’y  not  known. 

Some  tolerable  good  houses  but  most  of  them  mere  shanties  and  near  \  of  them 
ten  is.  Blacksmiths  and  other  noohanics  shoos  are  under  tents.  I  believe  there 
is  people  here  from  all  parts  of  the  habitable  globe  ana  all  kinds  of  iniquity 
practioed.  Gambling  in  all  its  forms.  Gold  is  plenty  and  they  bet  heavy  and 
many  a  poor  foolish  boy  is  stringed  of  his  hard  earnings  in  a  few  hours. 

Labor  is  very  high.  Machinists  getting  14  to  16  dollars  ner  day.  Common 
day  labor  is  8  to  10  dollars.  Goods  and  provisions  dear.  Fair  of  boots,  good, 
from  25  to  40  dollars  a  pair.  Thick  clothing  in  proportion.  Fresh  beef  10  to 
25/  a  lb.  A  mood  mutton  30/  lb.  Potatoes  scarce--50/  and  up  p^r  lb.  Onions  — 
large — 50/  for  one.  Butter  $1.25  ner  lb.  Egms  $6.00  per  dozen.  There  is  now 
about  250  ships  and  other  seacraft  in  port.  A  number  of  steamboats,  between 
this  and  Panama  and  up  the  rivers.  The  passage  un  to  Sacremento  City,  130, 
miles  $35.  The  place  called  healthy.  Wonder  it  is'  so  considering  the  filth 
about  the  streets.  It  is  now  dVy  but  in  w-t  weather  it  is  almost  impossible  to 
walk  the  streets  for  mud.  Police  a  sort  of  lynch-law.  Strict.  Some  U.  S. 

6hips  here.  $2.00  to  set  a  passenger  on  shore  from  a  3hip.  The  peonlo  have  had 
their  election  for  officers  and  intend  to  become  of  the  states  of  the  Union. 

Many  people  have  died  at  the  diggings  from  exposure  and  other  causes.  Some  get 
rich  in  a  short  time.  Others  lose  all.

Y/e  come  up  here  yesterday.  Plenty  of  cattle  upon  the  banks  of  the  riv-r  and 
the  fields  look  green.  The  City  of  New  York  of  the  Pacific  at  the  mouth  of  the 
river  has  two  houses,  three  or  four  shanties  and  as  many  tents.  There  is  now 
7  large  ships  lies  before  it.  It  empties  into  the  bay  near  the  Sacremento. 
Stockton  lies  up  this  river  near  the  diggings  and  is  a  place  of  some  importance. 
We  are  now  before  the  City  of  Now  York  waiting  for  &  fair  wind  to  go  to  Sacra¬ 
mento.  In  coming  up  the  bay  last  nig;ht  we  ran  into  a  brig  carrying  away  her 
jib  booms  and  our  mainyard.  So  we  go.  Some  of  the  comoeny  almost  disheartened, 
but  in  good  health.

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.  Sacremento  River,  December  13th 

20  miles  below  the  city.  IVe  arrived  near  this  place  some  days  since.  Sent 
a  boat  up  to  the  city  for  our  President  and  have  come  to  the  conclusion  not  to 
go  the  mines  this  winter,  but  to  stuy  here,  cut  wood  and  burn  coal  and  finish 
, our  steamboat.  This  river  about  60  rods  wide,  deen  and  v~ ry  crooked.  The  banks 
for  the  most  part  covered  with  large  oaks,  species  of  live  oak,  buttonballs  and 
some  ash.  The  bodies  of  t)ie  oaks  two  to  six  feet  diameter  but  not  more  than 
10  to  25  feet  high*  Tops  large  spread.  Banks  from  six  to  ej ght  feet  high. 

Grass  and  small  vines  very  high  and  thick.  Sometimes  overflowed.  We  have  work¬ 
ed  our  vessel  up  much  of  the  way  by  the  trees,  the  current  being  rapid.

On  the  3th,  myself  and'  some  others  went  up  to  Sacremento  City  in  a  boat.  The 
oity  is  about  on©  year  old.  Has  about  10,000  inhabitants,  livi nr  in  small  mean 
houses  and  as  mean  tents*  Mushroom  like,  it  has  sprung  up  in  a  night  and  vfhen 
the  gold  fever  ie  over  will,  in  all  probability,  wither  in  a  day.  It  is  built 
'at  the  mouth  of  the  American  fork.  From  50  to  70  ships  and  other  vessels. 

Our  first  night  in  a  tent  in  California.  Stayed  over  the  Sabbath.  Attended 
the  Methodist  chapel,  the  only  place  of  worship  in  the  city.  Very  small  and 
partially  finished.  The  prairie  land  level  and  muddy.  Everything  in  the  main 
Streets*.  Much  gambling  ai;d  drinking  carried  on. 

Monday  went  up  the  Sacramento  20  to  25  miles  to  the  mouth  of  Feather  River. 

The  land  and  trees  seen  from  the  river  much  the  came  as  below.  On  the  west 
side  there  is  a  village  begun  called  Fremont,  a  trading  establishment,  some 
30  tenements.  On  the  east  side  the  village  of  Vernon.  Somewhat  larger.  The 
head  of  navigation  for  large  ship3,  Many  of  the  miners  take  th jir  departure 
from  here,  for  the  go1  d  diggings.  At  this  time  it  is  difficult  to  get  there  on 
.  account  of  the  bad  state  of  the  traveling.

Dear  Sisterj 

1  have  just  come  home  from  up  street  with  your  letter  to  So  I  have  had  the 
pleasure  of  hearing  it  read,  as  you  inquired  concerning  the  health  of  my  wife,  I 
will  inform  you  that  she  has  recovered  from  the  sickness  you  mentioned  and  has  been 
sick  and  rot  well  again  -g  dozen  times  since  then,  on  the  whole  her  health  is 
pretty  much  *3  it  has  been  for  the  last  three  or  four  years.  You  wish  that  you  had 
little  Hannah  a  little  time.  I  wish  so  too  (viz.,  if  she  would  be  any  canfort  to 
you).  We  have  concluded  to  write  a  sort  of  family  letter  and  I  take  the  first  shake 
in  because  I  ran  the  secy  of  the  I.  0.  of  A.  and  know  how  to  write  better  than  the 
rest.  I  don't  wish  to  interfere  with  anybody  else  business  but  thi3  morning  we  saw 
the  northern  lights  very  plain  and  it  being  so  unusual  c ire in stance  that  Pa  sug~ 
gested  that  someone  in  that  quater  had  got  outdoors  with  their  hat  off  and  it 
caused  a  reflection  on  the  clouds.  There  I  wrote  my  share  and  the  rest  may  write 
what  they  have  a  mind  to.  Ve  are  very  sorry  you  could  not  cone  down  Thanksgiving 
and  bring  the  turkey.  Dewitt's  wife  has  got  a  new  bonnet,  cloak,  etc.  The  rest 
of  us  keep  warm  and  respectable  thinking  we  are  relatives. 

David  has  get  through  and  I  wi:l  take  my  turn.  You  asked  for  the  fashions.

Caroline  and  Amelia 
hove  cashed  out  in  blue  Merino  cloaks  all  fringe  and  white  bonnets  -  o  how  smart  - 
'He  want  to  oee  you  and  Henry  very  much.  Thy  have  you  not  written  before  or  cane 
yourself,  l  received  your  other  letter  day  before  ^anksriving.  Harriet  and  Jane 
were  out  here  last  week  -  spent  the  day.  If  you  have  not  written  to  her  since  then 
write  as  soon  as  you  can.  I  am  ahead  of  you  once  -  I  attended  the  concert  week  be¬ 
fore  last  in  the  temple.  Ye  had  a  pleasant  time  and  a  good  time.  I  have  not  bed 
time  lately  to  write.  I  worked  every  night  last  week  except  Monday .  I  saw  Fred*to 
the  concert.  He  said  he  was  coming  home  Christmas,  ye  had  the  Rev.  Mr  .S .  Dutton 
last  evening  to  p  reach  a  temper  an  co  sermon  -  very  interesting.  It  is  getting  late 
and  1  am  almost  out  of  news.  .ve  have  not  had  any  sleighing  yet.  How  is  i  t  up 
country.  Have  you  slid  down  hill  any  yet?  Rllen  sits  here  gaping  and  wishes  she 
could  ecta  e  up  and  see  you.

TO  CALIFORNIA  'VI TH  HIS  FATHER  SILAS 


Cape  De  Yerd  Islands 


Dear  ffife 


April  R8th  1849  Saturday 


I  wrote  a  few  words  some  days  ago  and  put  them  on  hoard  of  a  vessel 
hpund  for  Tampico  in  Lleaico  whether  you  over  get  them  or  not  I  think  quite 
douhtfull.  Je  arrived  here  last  Sunday  at  the  Island  of  3to  Vincent,  ail  in 
good  health  A-  spirits.  I  tell  you  that  the  sight,  of  land  after  being  nearly 
six  weeks  out  of  sight  of  it  was  real  refreshing.  The  Islands  are  high  mount¬ 
ains  as  high  or  higher  than  Jest  Rock  and  the  sun  shining  upon  them  when  we 
was  of f  5  or  6  mile3  gave  them  the  appearance  of  sol  lid  gold  and  the  most 
splendid  sight  I  ever  beheld.  I  hope  that  before  long  we  shall  get  where  the 
gold  will  not  fce  all  in  the  eye.  This  is  the  most  barren  dessolate  country 
seems  to  me  that  ever  was  made,  there  is  nothing  but  stones,  broken  rough  rocks 
like  the  bottom  of  Vest  Rock  ska  ter  ed  all  over  the  country.  Not.  a  particle  of 
grass  or  any  thing  of  the  kind  except  some  kind  of  weeds  like  may  weed  or  some¬ 
thing  of  that  kind  which  the  goats  feed  upon.  There  are  seme  fine  huts  built 
of  stone  one  story  high  covered  with  weeds.  They  are  as  rough  as  the  atone 
fences  up  in  Bethany  with  the  holes  between  the  stones  filled  with  mud.  They 
have  no  floors  or  hardly  any  kina  of  furniture.  I  went  into  a  number  of  huts 
only  saw  but  one  bed  of  any  kind  sae  rough  benches  and  boxes  earthen  pots  and 
pichers  like  Jars  was  all  the  furniture  I  saw.  There  are  plenty  of  pigs  runing 
about  the  houses  along  with  the  naked  young  ones.  The  children  from  ten  or 
eleven  years  old  and  younger  are  running  about  the  streets  as  naked  a3  they  were 
born,  girls  &  beys  most  of  them  Negroes  some  Spanish  yellow  locking  creatures 
among  them.  The  older  ones  have  some  of  them  a  dress  of  s  ome  kind  of  cloth  like 
a  petticoat  tied  about,  the  hip9  leaving  the  back  and  breast  all  naked.  The  men 
some  of  them  with  a  shirt  and  pantaloons  &  some  with  skirt  without  the  trhusea 
some  with  trouses  without  the  shirt.  I  have  not  seen  a  single  female  vith  any¬ 
thing  on  her  feet  (except  dirt) 

They  have  Jackasses  and  Goats,  what  they  find  to  live  on  is  more  than  I  know. 
Some  of  the  company  have  been  cut  some  few  miles  and  say  that  they  saw  some  fine 
cattle®  We  had  one  ki.led  and  brought  on  board  it  was  quite  fat  and  tender  we 
are  filling  the  casks  with  water  that  tastes  just  as  our  water  at  home  would  if 
it  had  been  standing  in  the  sun  alu  day  ana  then  had  a  spoonful  1  of  salt  in  it. 

I  hope  that  we  shall  get  awry  from  here  in  a  day  or  two  but  cannot  tell*  The  wind 
blows  so  hard  today  we  cannot  get  off  with  the  water  casks  from  shore,  we  have 
to  roil  them  into  the  sea  &  pull  off  the  ship  witn  the  Boats.  There  is  ploanty 
of  Rum  'Jins  etc.,  etc.,  ashore  and  in  almost  every  hut  they  have  it  to  sell. 
There  is  nothing  else  ,  AH  t  >.at  I  have  had  on  shore  is  a  quart  of  goats  milk 
which  cost  5  cts.  It  was  not  qoite  so  good  as  old  Goshens  but  tasted  very  well® 
'When  I  get  home  I  shall  have  some  stories  to  tell  Hannah  and  I  have  got  her  some 
pretty  shells®

They  was  some  pretty 
hard  cases  among  them.  I  wish  that  I  knew  how  you  are  getting  along  how  you 
enjoy  yourself  how  your  health  has  been  whether  you  have  the  he ad acne  as  much 
as  you  used  to  and  all  about  the  affairs  there  at  home  but  I  suooose  I  must  wait 
sometime  yet. 


I  am  not  sorry  yet  that  I  started  but  think  if  I  had  thought  how  bod  it  is  to 
be  where  you  don’t  know  whether  those  you  love  are  uead  or  alive  sick  or  wexl  or 
anything  about  them,  I  should  stay  at  home .  If  you  couid  only  see  misery  ss  it 
exists  on  this  Island  you  would  be  contented  in  ajmost  ary  sit-ration.  Try  to 
enjoy  yourself  as  well  as  you  can.  I ' shall  write  home  as  often  as  I  thinx  there 
wi .  i  be  a  chance  for  a  letter  to  reach  you.  Tell  II  that  Fabler  says  sue  must  be 
a  ~coq  ;iri  &  mind  mother  &.  grandma,  go  to  school  a  no.  learn  to  read  as  list  as  she 
can.  I  have  been  seasick  as  I  told  you  in  ny  other  letter  a  good  ^eal  cf  the  time 
but  have  got  entirely  over  it  new.  I  never  was  better  than  I  am  now.  If  I  only 
knew  that  y  u  was  getting  along  finely  I  should  enjoy  myself  nicely.  There  is  no

I  cannot  tell  when  we  shall  get  there  but  hope  we  shall  not  be  over  six  or  seven 
months .  Since  I  have  seen  the  squals  I  have  concluded  not  to  get  one.  They  do  not 
look  very  tempting.  Give  my  love  to  all  enquiring  friends.  Tell  Filer.,  Sarah,  Jar.e, 
Su9an,  Dewitt,  Mother  and  ill  the  rest  that  I  have  not  forgotten  them.

I  commence  thi3  letter  under  more  favorable  ci  rcumstunces  than  any  that  I 
have  written  since  I  left  hone  because  in  the  first  place  I  have  a  ssug  little 
houge,  12  x  18,  with  0  large  fireplace  and  rousing  bier  fire  to  sit  before  to 
write.  Then  I  have  a  good  cedar  table  that  I  made  myself  to  write  on,  a  good 
seat  tc  set  on  all  30  complete  and  genteel.  "'hings  that  I  Know  .veil  how  to  ap¬ 
preciate  after  being  so  long  obliged  to  write  as  I  could  catch  it,  setting  on  the 
ground  writing  on  my  knees  the  best  way  that  I  could.  Another  favorable  thing  is 
that  I  have  got  money  enough  to  pay  my  expenses  home  whenever  I  conclude  to  co-e 
and  have  paid  Robert  the  remainder  of  the  debt  that  *e  contracted  in  July.  I 
have  good  health  ard  tolerable  fair  prospects  fo  •  the  future,  i.e.  if  the  rainy 
season  does  not  spoil  our’  diggins  .  Then  a-*ain,  I  have  been  ve-y  fortunate  in 
getting  your  last  letters.  The  one  Da  7itt  wrote  the  10  August,  I  received  the 
29  September  so  that  I  have  received  all  that  has  been  sent,  I  expect,  since  vay. 

.Vas  much  pleased  to  learn  that  everything  was  going  on  so  prosperous  and  that  you 
were  all  in  as  good  health  a3  you  were  when  you  wrote  last.  It  3  truck  -e  (as 
Vhipple  used  to  say)  when  I  was  reading  your  last,  Hannah's  being  up  at  .'/aterville 
a  long  time,  Rllen  gone  to  stay  a  week,  Sarah  following  after  toother,  and  H.  Hull 
gone  too,  Wilfred  bringing  up  the  rear,  that  Henry  would  begin  to  wish  (if  Jane 
did  not)  that  more  of  the  family  were  in  California.  I  was  very  sorry  that 
Unole  Pettit  and  wife  got  so  badly  hurt  but  as  there  must  always  be  just  about 
so  maqy  accidents  happen  to  somebody,  firing  cannon  for  fourth  of  July,  perhaps 
it  was  as  well  it  should  be  them  as  anyone  else.  As  it  is  now  pretty  certain 
thet  letters  fro"-  here  to  the  States  go  pretty  regular,  it  will  not  be  necessary 
f  or  me  to  recapitulate  anything  that  I  formerly  wrote,  but  shall  ta.-ce  it  f o  -  granted 
that  you  received  ail  of  them  I  sent.  How  came  you  to  establish  another  bank  there 
in  '.¥?  Had  the  old  one  (like  the  church)  got  too  full  to  take  in  ary  "•ore  "•embers? 

And  how  came  you  all  at  once  to  think  so  favorably  of  the  sistym?  1  thought  you 
rather  blowed  at  it.  How  will  my  papers  that  I  left  be  arranged  to  accord  with  the 
nev  organization?  Please  attend  to  it  if  necessary,  ^he  life  insurance,  Cad  Fellows 
Bank,  dues,  etc.  you  mU8t  not  forget  to  atten  to.  I  wrote  you  n  seme  letter  last 
winter  that  peoole  had  no  m0r9  need  cf  guns,  pistols,  etc.  h^re  t!an  they  h:  ve  at 
home  a  ni  I  do  not  now  believe  that  they  have  a3  much,  though  if  they  ever  should 
become  of  service,  I  am  pretty  well  provided  as  father  ieft  ~e  those  formidable 
brass  ones  of  hi9  and  I  keep  my  old  double  barrel  besides*  There  was  a  robbery 
and  attempted  "urdoi1  the  ni^it  before  last  in  a  log  cabin  a  few  rods  from  our  own  . 

Two  men  attempted  to  kill  their  comrade  who  lived  in  tno  same  cabin,  after  robbing 
him  of  1,000  dollars  ,  but  I  do  not  feel  much  alarmed  about  Downs,  "ter ling  and 
Robert  killing  "e  if  they  don't  do  it  till  they  iave  robbed  -e  of  that  "'uch  money. 

It  is  not  very  singular  that  ‘‘"rs.  Lewis  had  not  had  any  le'ter  from  her  husband 
since  *rarch,  as  he  told  me  hi  "-seif  ^hen  he  was  here  three  cr  four  weeks  ago 
that  he  h -id  not  written  any  since  then.

Prey  tell  us,  De  Witt,  if  that  little  bag  of  gold  gave  you  the  California  fev-'r 
so  bad?  I  suppose  that  by  Father  returning,  he  will  be  able  to  doctor  you  hi— 
self,  but  if  your  case  is  so  desperate  as  to  need  a  counsel  of  physicians,  alio* 
me  to  write  you  a  prescription.  Take  one  bed  quilt;  spread  it  out;  put  0  pounds 
of  flour,  4  of  real,  6  of  pork,  a  little  salt  and  aaieratus.  Roll  it  up  in  as 
s^sll  a  parcel  us  possible  and  strap  it  to  your  beck.  Get  a  pick-ax  weighing 
7  pounds  and  a  shovel,  a  large  "’ilk  pan,  a  srall  frying  pan,  a  box  of  matches,  etc. 
Put  on  a  thick  pair  of  boots  that  hurt  your  feet  so  that  you  can  be3t  just  step 
without  hollering,  and  then  start.  Go  over  the  back  side  of  the  rock,  cli~b  up 
all  the  highest  hills  that  you  can  find  and  wade  through  all  the  swarps.  Avoid 
ell  traveled  rosdr.  Take  a  circuit  round  through  -oodtridge  ,  Orange,  Derby,  Great 
Hill.  Dig  a  hole  in  every  hollow  qp  ot  that  you  core  to,  and  by  the  side  of  every 
brook  wash  out  a  pan  of  dirt  at  the  bottom  of  the  hole.  Then  look  at  the  bottor 
of  the  pan  and  go  on  again.  Vherever  night  overtakes  you,  spread  your  bed.',  oil  t 
on  the  ground,  -ix  up  sore  pancakes  in  ycur  rilkpan,  fry  a  slice  of  your  porx  and 
ycur  cakes,  eat  therr,  roll  yourself  and  sleep  till  "'orning.  Do  this  till  your 
provisions  are  gone.  Then  go  back  and  if  you  ire  not  cured,  repeat  the  dose.

Your  letter  of Nov.  1st  was  quite  a  surprise  to  me. 
orised  very  often  at  things  that,  ha^nen  these  days. 

Grand  Father  Ford  at  96  and  totally  blind  was  wondering  what  v/as  coming 
next.  The  telenhone  had  just  come  in.  He  remembered  the  first  Rail  road  and 
Steamboat  and  the  canal  from  Ne.v  Haven  to  North  Hampton  in  Mass. 

Perhaps  you  learned  that  he  ran  a  boat  over  it  and  often  was  accompan¬ 
ied  by  his  wife.  Ro  was  not  a  fluent  talker  but  a  good  singer  and  for  years 
led  the  choir  at  the  Westville  church  and  in  the  days  when  entertainments 
viere  scarce,  he  was  often  invited  to  Now  Raven  with  his  two  sons  and  four 
daughters  to  give  concerts.  Ellen  was  the  star  singer  of  that  generation 
and  her  daughter  Harriet  Kinney  was  the  musical  star  of  the  last. 

The  canal  I  snoke  of  was  afterwards  filled  and  rails  and  steam  substitut¬ 
ed  and  known  as  the  Canal  R.  R.  It  wont  through  Whitnevville,  namdon,  Chesh¬ 
ire  Southington  Plainville  etc. 

Mv  Mother  told  me  that  her  father  once  climbed  West  Rock  to  Judges  Cave 
and  then  followed  the  highest  snots  of  the  hills  and  clear  un  into  Vermont. 
There  were  some  breaks  in  the  ridge  that  I  know  of  as  it  quite  level  through 
Southington  and  Plainville.

Dear  Brother 
• 

Yours  of  22  ult.  was  duly  received  and  glad  to  heir  that  you  are  en¬ 
joying  a  good  degree  of  health,  which  we  are  also  permitted  to  enjoy  here.  Sis¬ 
ter  Lydia  came  here  to  rive  with  us  the  first  day  of  December  arid  I  think  it  has 
been  a  good  thing  for  her,  as  WilJimn’s  wife  has  bean  sick  almost  all  winter  and 
Is  nat  expected  t„-  uve  long  now.  Lydia's  general  health  seems  good  but  she  is 
losing  bar  eyesight  pretoy  fast.  If  sne  keeps  on  as  she  has  it  will  not  se  a 
year  before  she  will  be  entirely  blind.  We  have  hod  a  severe  cold  winter  here 
this  winter,  and  it  seems  t-  hold  on  pretty  well  yet  as  we  have  good  sleighing 
here  yet. 


I  think  if  your  health  keeps  good  you  had  better  come  out  and  finish 
your  visit  you  amide  me  last  fall  and  bring  some  of  y  ur  ch . idren  or  grandchild¬ 
ren  with  y.u.  Would  be  moot  happy  to  wait  upon  you.  As  my  wife  is  going  to 
write  for  her  and  Lydia,  I  will  close.  Accept  my  love  for  yourself  and  children 
and  grandeni ;dren.

Dear  Brother  it  is  with  pleasure  I  write  for  your  own  Sister  Lydia.  She  was 
very  much  pleaded  to  hear  fr  m  y^u  and  so  we  aii  were  pleased  to  hear  you  were 
well.  Lyai&' s  ifealth  is  gooi  for  an  old  lady  like  her,  we  try  to  make  it  as 
pleasant  as  we  can  for  her.  I  let  her  do  just  as  she  has  a  mind  to.  After  she 
came  here  I  had  some  roles  to  spin,  she  wanted  to  spin  them.  I  told  her  she 
might  if  she  would  not  work  too  hard.  I  wish  you  could  see  the  yarn,  it  is  very 
nice.  If  I  could  send  it  to  you  I  would,  a  skane  of  10  nets  for  a  pair  of  stock¬ 
ings  f  r  her  brother.  I  shall  keep  it  thinking  you  and  some  of  y  ,ur  chi.i.aren 
will  come  and  make  us  a  visit.  Tie  often  speax  of  you,  it  makes  me  think  of  mo¬ 
ther  John  Ford.  He  used  to  come  and  stay  2  or  3  weeks,  we  thought  everything 
of  his  coming.  We  were  much  pleaded  with  yur  visit  last  fall.  If  Major  was 

not  so  confined  in  the  mill,  we  would  try  and  return  the  visit.  Fred  is  in  the 

mill  with  his  fatner.  It  will  take  a  few  ye^rs  for  him  to  learn  to  tend  the 
mill.  Clara  and  Fred  have  both  been  to  schoo_  this  w ’inter  in  our  district,  it 
is  out  now.  It  is  very  nice  weather  here  now.  Our  children  were,  all  home  on 
Christmas  but  2  of  them.  There  were  33  of  them,  children  and  grandchildren,  we 
had  a  nice  ti...e  too.  Tie  all  wished  uncle  Silas  Was  here  to  sit  oy  the  side  of 

slater.  Lydia  said  conic  and  she  will  go  h^me  with  you  and  make  a  short  visit. 

Come  when  it  is  gooa  weather,  I  think  you  both  would  enjoy  it  ever  so  much,  he 
would  like  to  have  your  granuenu  uiren  come,  perhaps  they  can  come,  try.  Re  will, 
be  much  pleased  to  see  you  any  ti.^e.  Remember  me  to  David,  I  wonder  if  he  has 
forgot  us,  tell  him  to  call.  He  has  a  brother  west  of  us,  while  visiting  or  on 
his  road  there  he  can  drop  off  ana  maice  us  a  visit.  If  your  son  has  moved  where 
you  talked  of  when  you  were  here,  he  might  drop  off  and  make  us  a  short  visit. 

VJe  woUj-d  be  happy  to  nave  him  do  so.-  T.’iis  is  from  your  Sisters  Lydia  and  Lucinda 
K,  Ford.  Lydia  is  just  20  years  older  than  I  am,  our  birthday  is  March  15.

Abram  M,  Ford,  born  February  22,  1831  at  Duanesburg,  Schenectady  Coun¬ 
ty,  N.Y.  was  the  second  of  sixteen  children  com  to  Major  Ford.6  (Isaac5  Jesse4 
Joseph^  Willi&a^-l)  and  his  wife,  Lucinda  K.  Millard 5  (Joel4  Joshue3  John^-l). 


At  an  early  age  his  parents  moved  to  the  Village  of  durtonsville.  Town 
of  Charleston,  Montgomery  County,  M.I.,  where  Auram  first  attended  school  and 
lived  until  about  1840  when  his  parents  removed  to  Cortland,  N.I.;  and,  in  1843, 
to  Freeville,  Tompkins  County,  where  Aia j or  was  engaged  in  the  milling  business. 
Abram  sawed  wood  to  nelp  pay  ids  tuition  in  the  old  Central  New  Fork  Academy  at 
He  Grawville,  which  later  became  famous  for  its  early  espousal  of  co-eaucation 
and  non— discrimination  due  to  race,  color  and  creed,  and  for  many  uistmguished 
persons  who  received  tneir  early  training  at  that  school.  Anr&m  alo  worked  for 
James  Giles  of  Freeville  where  he  met  their  daughter,  Susan,  wno  later  became  his 
wife. 


In  I85I  with  a  friend,  Jefferson  Thomas,  he  started  for  California  to 
make  hi^  fortune,  going  by  train  from  Owego  to  New  lorx  City  where  they  took 
passage  on  a  coastwise  steamer  for  Panama.  Here  they  took  a  ooat  up  the  Cnagris 
River,  past  old  Fort  San  Lorenzo,  and  crossed  the  Isthmus  to  the  Pucific.  Abram 
staled  that  they  suffered  so  greatly  from  sites  of  mosquitos  and  otner  insects, 
that  they  walked  most  of  the  way  across  the  Isthmus  rattier  than  remain  in  the 
cramped  quartei's  on  ths  boat.  From  Panama  they  proceeded  by  st-e  oiu0X*  to  lldoraao 

County,  California,  where  they  joined  Abram’s  older  brother,  Isaac,  and  Jefferson 

Thomas'  brother,  Henry,  who  had  previously  arrived  there,  in  digging  for  gold. 

Abram’ s  uncle  Silas  and  several  other  relatives  were  also  in  the  Golu  Rush.  Silas 

inode  ihe  trip  in  1849,  by  sailing  around  Cape  Horn,  taking  18  months  at  sea. 


Abram  operated  a  Monitor  or  high  pressure  hose,  in  some  of  the  first 
hydraulic  mining  conducted  at  that  time,  with  water  obtained  from  dams  iiigner  up 
in  the  mountains  near  Coloma. 

After  two  years  he  returned  home,  crossing  the  Isthmus  by  the  Panama 
Railroad  which  had  then  been  constructed,  his  return  possibly  being  hastened  by 
reports  that  Susan  Giles  was  being  actively  courted  by  other  young  men  in  ner 
vicinity.  He  carried  back  with  him  most  of  the  proceeds  of  his  gold  hunt  -  several 
thousand  dollars  -  in  $20  gold  pieces,  packed  in  a  canvas  belt  strapped  about  his 
body. 


While  in  California,  Abram  saw  so  much  heavy  drinking  and  smoking  among 
the  miners  that  he  was  completely  disgusted  with  both  ana  from  that  lime  he  became 
&  strong  temperance  advocate  and  stated  that  even  the  smell  of  tobacco  made  him 
quite  sick. 

Returning  home,  he  purchased  a  fine  rig  and  devoted  himself  to  capturing 
the  girl  of  his  choice.  One  of  his  rivals  (Fred  barling)  was  reported  to  have  cut 
the  traces  of  Abram's  harness  at  one  time,  hoping  to  cause  an  accident;  and  later 
was  seen  with  a  shotgun,  camping  outsiae  the  Giles  home .  However,  after  a  court¬ 
ship  -  including  presents  of  gold  nuggets  to  some  of  his  prospective  sisters-in-law  - 
he  prevailed  upon  tne  girl  to  become  his  wife.  They  were  married  on  October  5,1857 
at  Gilesville  by  the  Reverend  Wm.  H.  Fish,  a  well-known  Universalist  minister  of 
those  days. 
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V  U  M  trnen  flrst  married»  the  young  couple  went  to  Homer,  New  York,  wnere 

1JJ  a  gristmill  and  was  reported  to  have  loot  his  watch  in  rescuing 
a  boy  from  drowning  m  the  mill  pond . 

About  1860,  he  went  to  Cortland  mere  he  purchased  the  Cortland  Banner 
an  early  newspaper  then  greatly  interested  in  the  cause  of  abolition  of 

and^rthe  aavocute-  ThP  W»r  »»  joined  with  tue  Gazette  ana  banner 

no  :°ref“nner  01  thu  Cortland  Standard  founded  in  1867,  for  Many  years 

the  leading  Republican  paper  01  Cortland  County, 

Abram  left  the  paper  after  a  abort  time  and  became  interested  in  the 
Insurance  business  nth  Isaac  Seaman  ana,  later,  witn  a  Mr.  freeman.  The  failure 
of  a  Connecticut,  insurance  company  in  which  he  Lad  investments,  resulted  in  the 
loss  of  much  01  his  savings,  so  that  .he  obtained  worm  in  a  carriage  shop. 

*n  J-861?  they  were  iivin&  in  iiudgeville  where  he  w'orxeu  in  the  old  fudge's 
°n  Ollnton  Avenue>  owned  by  his  cousin,  JLbenezer  Mudge.  There  their  first° 
children  -  a  twin  boy  and  girl  -  were  born  on  May  9,  1361.  Tne  girl,  Martha,  died 
at  tue  age  of  five  months,  but  the  son,  John  Giles,  lived  to  tne  age  of  eighty  when 
he  was  killed  by  an  automobile  in  St.  Petersburg,  Florida,  in  1941. 

residing  on  Greenbush  Gtreet  near  the  old  Cortland  Normal  School, 
a  third  child,  Grace,  was  born  July  10,  1365. 

About  1867,  Abram  built  a  house  on  South  Main  Street  which,  years  later, 
was  taken  over  and  occupied  as  part  of  the  Hayes  Cnuir  Factory.  This  house  was  ' 
next  u°er  to  the  nome  oi  Mr.  freeman  whose  house  was  taken  for  a  station  by  the 
U  ica,  Ithaca  &  Elmira  R.R.  (Lehigh  Valley),  then  under  construction.  At  South

^^6,  in  partnership  with  Hamilton  Stroworidge  wno  represented  the 
silent  interest  of  his  mother,  Dr.  Lydia  S.  Straw bridge,  Abrtun  ourchased  the  Dryden 
Herald  and  removed  to  Dryden  -  about  ten  miles  distant  -  to  live.  Daughter  Grace 
then  eleven  years  old,  remembers  sleeping  with  her  brother  Giles  in  a  piano  box 
while  the  family  was  moving  to  Dryden. 

**be  family  first  moved  to  the  Warner  house  near  the  railroad  on  West  Main 
street  where  they  lived  about  a  year,  during  which  time  the  fifth  ana  youngest  child 
Hannibal,  was  born  on  May  8,  1877.  The  next  two  or  three  years  they  resided  on  mast’ 
Mam  Street  next  to  tne  home  of  Jer.  mi  ah  Dewight  and  later  purchased  from  urover  Moore 
a  house  on  West  Main  Street  which  became  their  home  for  about  14  years.  They  added 
an  ice  house,  a  chicken  house,  tennis  court,  etc. 

Susan  ford  was  one  oi  a  iamily  of  eight  children  -•  seven  girls  and  one  boy  - 
brought  up  on  a  large  dairy  farm  of  her  father's  near  Gilesville,  west  of  rreeviile 
New  lone.  fir.  Giles  was  a  very  progressive  farmer  for  nis  nay  ana  Susan  hau  early  * 
learned  tne  necessity  oi  strict  cleanliness  in  all  things  having  to  do  with  dairy 
matters  which  was  her  special  province  on  the  farm,  fthen  living  in  Dryden,  the  couple 
were  very  much  ridiculed  because  they  carefully  washed  the  cows'  udders  before  every 
milking,  a  thing  almost  unheard  of  in  those  days.  This  circumstance  was  recalled  to 
the  writer  when,  some  years  ago  while  visiting  a  dairy  producing  Grade  A  certified 
raw  milk  fop  market,  he  observed  eight  distinct  operations  having  to  do  with  cleansing 
and  disinfecting  not  only  the  cows'  udaers,  but  spraying  the  cow  and  staples,  and  care¬ 
fully  sterilizing  ail  utensils  which  wore  used. 
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Abram  conducted  the  newspaper  from  1876  until  1890  when  his  sons  Giles 
and  Walter  took  over  the  management  of  some.  Walter  left  the  business  iu  1891 
to  attend  the  first  School  of  Journalism  at  Leland  Stanford  University,  California. 
His  career  was  cut  short  by  his  death  after  about  a  year.  Giles  conducted  the  news¬ 
paper  until  1899  when  he  sold  it  and  bought  the  Stamford  Recorder  at  Stamford,  hew 
York,  vddeh  he  published  until  1904* 

After  the  death  of  his  wife  in  139J,  Abram's  daughter  Grace  kept  house  for 
the  family  until  1894  when  she  married  ana  removed  to  Brooklyn,  when  the  home  was 
broken  up  and  the  nouse  in  Dryden  sold.  From  tins  time  on,  aoraja  oiviuea  his  time 
between  the  homes  of  his  children  ana  at  the  home  of  a  cousin,  David  Foru,  in  West— 
ville,  Connecticut,  where  lie  maintained  active  interest  in  community  affairs,  he 

took  an  extension  course  in  Sociology  at  Yale  University.  In  the  year _ , 

he  was  nominated  for  Mayor  of  Hew  Haven  on  the  socialist  ticket,  when  he  ran  anead 
of  his  ticket  and  was  third  in  a  field  of  five  candidates,  he  remained  active  in 
mind  and  body  until  the  time  of  his  death  in  1916  after  a  snort  illness  from  pneu¬ 
monia  .

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Memorandum  Regarding  and  Diary  of 
TECHIE  I  CAL  SERGE  ART  CHARLES  E.  HEEFRON 
Ro.  1203091,  U.S.  Signal  Corps 


Sergeant  heflron  is  the  oldest  son  ox  ?<illiain  E.  Heffron  and  Clara  Buckner 
Hsf ,  i'on  of  v7irgll,  Mew  York.  He  was  born  april  15,  1918,  and  was  stationed  in  the 
Philippines  with  General  Me  Arthur,  where  he  was  captured  at  the  fall  of  Corregidor 
tt  i942.  The  last  letter  received  from  him  was  mailed  March  11,  1942  on  a 
freighter  whicn  was  torpedoed  and  suruc.  The  mail  was  found  by  anotner  freighter 
and  along  with  other  prisoner— of— war  mail  was  retailed  and  arrived  in  Virgil  on 
August  11,  1942,  five  months  after  being  originally  mailed.  On  January  17,  1943,  the 
Tiar  Department  notified  his  parents  that  he  was  a  prisoner-of-war  in  the  Pnilippir.es 
and  on  February  8,  1943,  confirmed  this  letter. 

Some  time  later,  he  was  taken  prisoner  to  Japan  and  in  August,  1945,  he 
began  the  foDJLowing  diary  on  cigarette  wrappers  and  other  scraps  of  paper  which  he 
could  -lino,  and  conceal.  His  sister,  Mary,  typed  up  the  diary  and  sent  a  copy  to  the 
compiler^ of  this  genealogy  in  which  she  stated  -  "This  is  the  Diary  kept  by  ii/Sgt. 
Charles  E.  aeflron  from  aug.  8,  1945  to  Oct.  7,  1945*  During,  this  time  he  was  a  pris¬ 
oner  in  Japan,  and  it  relates  the  conditions  of  the  country,  his  iueas  on  the  people, 
and  his  mental  and  physical  difficulties.  After  the  surrender,  it  describes  their 
strife  ift  obtaining  food  and  information.  Then  we  travel  across  country  with  him  to 
Manila  and  Gan  Francisco,  where  we  leave  nim  boarding  the  snip  to  come  home.” 

Sergeant  Heffron  returned  to  the  U.S.,  November  6,  1945  and  on  February  17, 
1946,  married  Eva  Marie  Sherman,  a  former  member  of  the  ff.A.C.  The  couple  are  now 
living  in  Dryden,  Hew  York,  where  Chanes  is  completing  his  education  at  Cornell  Uni¬ 
versity.

Auc.20  One  year  ago  today  our  factory'  area  was  bombed  the  1st  tim«.  No  information  on 
leaving,  paper  states  that  English  have  sent  a  fleet  to  release  mnglish  POW.  Boys  are 
getting  very  anxious  to  start  home.. Me  Too.  Rec’d  our  POYi  pictures.  We  certainly  loux. 
like  a  bunch  of  prisoners. 


Auc.21  Kedicsl  records  being  made  up  this  U.li.  Food  situation  remains  unchanged.  Gen¬ 
eral  opinion  that  more  iooa  could  be  made  availaole  if  certain  people  should  try  to  ob¬ 
tain  it.

Aha We  are  all  hoping  for  seme  news  today  regarding  our  leaving.  Rac'd  $18 1 50  yen 
apiece  from  R.C.  fund.  Money  is  valueless  here  so  the  boys  are  quite  loose  in  their 
handling  of  it.  Most  men  are  spending  time  with  cards.  Later,  we  have  buen  told,  pg 
wi.il  receive  factory  pay.  Food  and  cigarettes  rather  scarce.  Hear  there  is  a  small 
issue  of  butter  for  tomorrow .  V7ith  the  short  rations,  feeling  is  running  high  concern— 
ing  the  amount  oi  rice  stored.  Major  Borris  and  iir.  Haase  warned  men  there  is  to  be  no 
cob  action  in  tnis  camp.  lv?o  truck  loads  of  rj.ee  and  sugar  taken  out  by  Ni,ps  today — 
they  say  for  other  HOW  camps — -we  wonder,  especially  feeling  about  sugar  since  we  rec'd 
only  small  amount**—— in  3  or  4  issues  ofvi\.C,  coffee.  Supposed  to  receive  100  grain 
increase  in  rice.

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more  a  little  closer.  *11:45  they  flew  over  camp* .  .cheering  arid  waving. .  .canp  oil  cut 
watching.  What  a  fueling  to  see  them — makes  that  lump  try  to  come  in  your  throat.  18 
B-24-' 3  went  over  quite  high,  beautiful  ships,  ho  "articles"  dropped  today.  Food  was 
good  comparatively  speaking.

Some  men  lay  and  slept  in  the  rain  while  some 
stayed  up  the  night  catching  up  on  sleep  this  a. LI.  Heavy  clouus  and  no  planes  yet  today . 
Fairly  good  amount  of  rice  but  men  coula  use  more  (men  who  have  lived  on  starvation  ra¬ 
tions  for  over  3  years  and  average  30-50  lbs.  underweight.)  Remained  cloudy  all  day.  Hope 
it  doesn’t  rain  tonight.

Rumor  of  either  a  RC  rep¬ 
resentative  or  a  United  Nations  representative  to  be  here  today.  I  am  dubious.  Several 
planes  over  at  high  altitude.  One  large  flying  boat  very  low  had  us  excited.  Camp  still 
awaiting  those  "articles".  many  planes  over,  saw  B-29's  and  P-33's,  and  several  other 
types  at-  low  altitude.  Clearing  off*.. will  sleep  outside  tonight. 


Aug . 29  beautiful  clear  night  v?itn  full  moon  just  passed.  Bnjoyed  a  fine  sleep  last 

night.  This  A.M.  9:30  large  plane,  lov-  over  camp  with  "PW  supplies"  written  on  wings. 
Announcement  over  radio  that  P0?v  supplies  to  be  dropped  after  the  28th  (*tir>  said).  Had 
two  corn  meal  mush  fritters  this  noon  and  bowl  of  rice.  Very  tasty  (the  fritters);  will 
try  it  at  home  sometime.  Nothing  "dropped"  today.  Maybe  tomorrow.. we  hope.  Camp  show 
on  stage  tonight. 


Aug.  30  Rain  at  4:00  A  .IS,  Hut  we  had  almost  a  night's  sleep,  clearing  off  at  8:00  A.*.

Dropping  of  food  while  here  will  release 
us  as  soon  as  possible.  Several  chutes  loosened;  their  boxes  and  many  cases  of  food 
were  loci  cheerfully.  Awaiting  distribution.  Articles  Included:  Canned  fruit,  fruit 
juice,  soups,  types  K  and  C,  cigarettes,  gum,  matches,  3oap,  CcUidy,  distributed  after 
supper*  A  fine  stew  was  made  up  from,  salvaged  cam  of  soup  and  beans,  and  meats  from 
cans  which  were  split  when  dropped.  Also  an  excellent  pudaing  from  peaches  and  mixed 
fruits.  Peaches  sure  tasted  good.  First  m  three  and  one  half  years.  Also  ate  first 
cardybar  since  war  began.  No  other  "droppings". 


31  Broken  sleep  last  night  due  to  intermittent 
American  food  and  candy  did  it.  Raining  now  at  9:00

While  there  a  b-29  dropped  36  chutes  with  type  K  rations  at  cuiap.  T.e  certainly  needed 
that  food.  Began  having  1  sliced  steamed  tread  per  man  per  day.  Costs  ten  sen. 

Stokes,  Lt.  Markowitz  and  Sgt.  Berg  left  2  days  ago  to  contact  our 
forces.  Today  a  plane  flew  over  and  dropped  a  letter  from  Markowitz  stating  that  they  had 
contacted  our  troops  at  konoya  Airfield.  Our  forces  to  te  at  Moji  soon.  To  be  evacuated 
scon.  F  od  will  be  dropped  for  us.  Should  stay  around  camp  to  be  here  when  evacuation 
begin...  tinny  coys  roaming  about  Japan.  Chaplain  Curran  went  to  a  nearby  camp  where  many 

supplies  were  dropped  and  brought  back  a  truck  load  mostly  type  K  rations.  We  can  cer¬ 

tainly  use  them.  Going  Lack  to  rice  alone  is  no  fun  after  having  American  food  again.

Seems  to  be  a  reverse  action  of  when  they  suffered  from  lack  of  proper  food 
elements.  Visitors  from  other  camps  state  similar  casus  with  them.  Mr.  Haase  and  Stokes 
returned  from  mission.  M  t  Colonel  Sillen  of  air  task  unit  at  konoya  air  field.  Marko¬ 
witz  and  Berg  remained  to  ^onon  to  Okinowa  to  contact  air  supply  unit  to  get  us  some  cove 

supplies.  Said  our  troops  are  well  equipped  and  are  a  hard  fighting  unit.  About  20  of 

our  boys  are  now  at  Konoya  field  having  muue  their  way  there.  No  air  drop  today.  f,e

Sept.  10  kec’o  more  type  K  tonight  from  another  corap.  Nick  and  I  had  four  eggs  apiece 
"todayl  nought  them  from  a  Hip  civilian  at  ton  yen  each.  Tasted  mighty  fine,  the  first 
in  over  two  years.  Two  plans  have  been  formulated  for  our  evacuation.  Cne  —  moved  by 
our  landing  forces  Sept.  26  when  they  arrive  here.  Two  —  immediate  removal  cy  train 
end  plane  via  Kamaya  airport.  Hope  No.  2  goes  through. 

Sept.  11  Koc'd  information  from  air  unit  on  Okinowa  that  an  Atomic  bomb  was  not  dropped 
due  to  poor  visibility.  Cod  was  with  us  that  day  else  we  probably  would  not  be  here  now. 
Chaplain  Curran  has  gone  to  a  nearby  city  to  confer  regarding  our  removal.  Had  a  beer 

today,  an  issue  of  two  per  man.  Traded  mine  for  some  chow.  More  men  are  leaving  to  try 

to  get  to  our  troops.  It  is  getting  to  be  a  monotonous  wait  especially  with  no  air  drop 

and  exhausted  U.v-.  foods.  Have  hired  some  Nips  to  co.ne  and  police  camp  for  us. 

Sept.  12  Had  a  big  air  aro;,  today  of  t}pe  K.  Four  m-29’s  participating.  An  excellent 
drop I  Very  little  damaged.  Men  quite  happy  now.  Waiting  for  word  to  start  borne.  Our 
landing  units  due  at  Nagasaki  today.  We  should  hear  from  them  soon.

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font .13  At  5:50  A.’.’-,  we  rec’d  a  letter  marked  5:10  A.M.  today,  stating  that  40  U.5. 
officers  and.  men  are  in  Kokura  (3  kiiomaters  north)  and  would  hear  from  them  soon. 

9:15  A.M.,  two  U.o.  troops  -  one  marine,  one.  sailor,  just  walked  into  camp.  The  first 
free  men  we  have  seen  in  ever  three  and  one  half  years.  Carrying  a  big  45  on  their 
hip.  Few  minute o  later  a  bus  and  three  trucks  came  in  carrying  an  assortment  of  army, 
navy  and  marines  personnel.  Also  some  butch  and  rnglish.  Lvery  bit  of  equipment  is 
new  to  us.  It  certainly  looks  like  fine  stuff.  One  feels  like  crying  to  see  a  real 
non-POW  tainted  American.  They  are  being  asked  nundreds  of  questions  by  us.  Have  been 
told  that  we  will  go  to  Manila.  Some  processing  here,  more  at  Okinawa  and  rest  at  Man¬ 
ila.  Sending  ten  word  radiogram  today.  Great  to  be  able  to  let  the  folks  jne 

b-29  came  over  sad  droppea  half  of  -.is  load  and  we  hurriedly  put  up  a  "Gone”  sign  to 
prevent  his  dropping  the  rest  of  it.  Tie  have  more  then  we  can  possibly  eat  oexore 
leaving.  Some  of  us  may  leave  tomorrow.  Heard  that  a  nearby  camp  was  move  a  toa-.y.  The 
prize  souvenir  is  a  nip  officer’s  saber.

Sent .  14  9:30  A. SI.  announced  tiuit  if  a  train  can  be  found  vie  will  leave  out  of  here  to¬ 

night.  About  10  hour  trip  to  Nagasaki.  The  sooner  we  can  get  started  the  happier  we 
will  he.  Have  been  told  that  effective  13  Sept,  ail  POW  were  raised  one  rank.  Five 
B-29*s  dropped  supplies  here  today.  They  literally  covered  the  beach.  Those  flying 
grocery  stores  have  certainly  helped  us  out.  We  are  sending  most  of  it  to  other  camps 
which  rie-d  it  more  than  we.  Again  we  ere  delayed  on  ieaviug.  But  a  definite  date  has 
been  set,  16  Sept.  10:00  P.M.  to  go  to  Nagasaki  by  train  where  cur  boats  are  waiting  us.

Two 
botties  of  beer  issued  today,  tastes  like  home  brew,  P—51  ai ound  today,s  beautiful  snij . 


S(;pt.  16  Hospital  and  barracks  8  and  9  and  one  section  of  t  left  at  10:00  P.  for  Naga¬ 
saki.  te  have  2nd  class  coaches  (no  1st  class  coaches  in  Nippon)  with  plenty  of  room. 
Almost  a  double  seat  per  man.  Much  better  than  expected.  Rest *cf  camp  (2/3  camp)  to 
follow  in  morning. 

SeDt.  17  Traveled  through  lush  green  country,  rice  paddies  and  intricate  terraces.  Saw 
atomic  bomb  area  Nagasaki  completely  leveled.

Oh  aoyl  A  ncv.  hospi¬ 
tal  ship  to  take  our  tick  men  called  the  Haven.  Soma  others  on  destro„  ei  e ,  orui^eia, 
some" on  aircraft  carriers.  I'm  on  a  British  carrier  called  the  Speaker  -  a  nice  snip. 

The  dunes  have  been  removed  to  provide  room  for  the  men.  Lunch  this  noon  was  typically 
British  (so  they  cay)-  with  no  butter  and  sugar.  Vie  shouldn’t  say  too  much  to  tne  limeys 
but  it’s  a  shade  rough  when  they  tell  you  how  they  won  the  war.

Didn’t  see  any 
action  as  was  used  to  reinforce  units  with  planes.  Some  limeys  have  tola  ue  that  their 
forces  did  not  feed  well  —  now  I  know  it.

Many  beys  leaving  who  have  been  repro¬ 
cess  fed.  Everything  free  here  for  us,  we  are  eating  lots  of  good  fine  American  food  and 
coke,  beer,  and  candy,  boys  whb  have  bean  to  Manila  say  prices  very  high. 

Sev-t.  24  Went  to  a  local  movie  tonight  but  a  local  shower  sent  me  back  with  some  beer 
from  the  PX. 


Also  2  shots  and  one  vac¬ 
cination.  Oris  nurse  grabs  you  by  each  arm  and  shoots  you  -  then  a  vaccination  -  Inen  a

Due  to  our  past  3 
years  under  the  Nips,  we  are  practically  immunised  from  any  feeling.  Saw  movie  tonight 
"Lost  Angel".  Enjoyed  it  very  much. 


Sent.  27  Another  very  hot  -ay  —  cooled  a  bit  during  the  night  due  to  a  stint  over 
Manila.  Saw  movie  news  ana  "The  Great  John  L".  Am  enjoying  the  pictures  greatly.  Each 
one  makes  me  feel  more  and  more  an  urgent  desire  to  get  home  to  my  loved  ones.  Am  push** 
ing  around  a  stomach  which  protrudes  an  inch  over  my  belt.  So  are  ail  of  the  ex-POA’s.

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The  result  of  extended  malnutrition.  The  food  is  very  good  and  we  are  all  putting 
on  some  much  needed  weight.

Sept .  28  Have  a  cold  in  my  chest  and  feel  rather  sore  in  spots.  No  news  as  yet  on 
leaving.

Sept.  ?0  Rec'd  orders  for  Good  Conduct  award.  Cooler  today,  still  stormy.  Cleared  in 
P.M.  and  went  to  movie  ’’The  Brighton  Strangler".  Was  rained  out,  but  not  disappointed 
too  much  as  the  movie  wasn’t  particularly  appealing. 

Oct.  1  Nick  left  today  —  wish  I  could  have  gone  with  him.  About  300  NEI  men  arrived 
today  —  they  are  the  greediest  bunch  I  have  ever  been  in  contact  with.  Another  reason 
for  wanting  to  get  started  home.  Even  natives  of  NEI  have  stated  (press)  that  if  Dutch 
troops  are  among  occupational  landing  party  they  will  fight.  Perhaps  they  feel  like  men 
without  a  country.  Even  so,  they  will  find  it  hard  to  get  sympathy  from  U3  who  knot/  tnea 
and  their  clu  racteristics. 

Oct.  _ 2  More  rain  —  rec'd  another  cholera  shot.  Dutch  were  moved  to  another  comp,  hcv 

we  are  able  to  go  to  the  PX  without  struggling  through  u  line  of  432  dutchiaen. 

Oct ,  3  Eating ,  drinking  beer  and  coffee,  and  killing  time  awaiting  moving  orders.  Saw 

movie  "Son  of  Lassie”  arid  "China  Girl".  Rumors  of  moving  the  5th. 

Oct.  4  Moved  from  686  Co.  to  682  Co.  this  P.M.  All  are  impatient  to  start  home.  Are 
res trie ted  to  area,  yet  no  shipping  orders.  Saw  movie  "The  Big  Sleep".  Couldn't  decide 
whether  it  was  meant  to  show  women' s  reactions  to  the  man  shortage  or  whether  it  was 
Sadie  Hawkins  week. 


Oct.  5  Read  a  book  by  Eric  Hatch  "Unexpected  Uncle".  Thoroughly  enjoyed  it.  Saw 
movie” feith  Judy  Garland,  Geo  Murphy  find  others.  Didn't  see  beginning  of  picture,  so 
don’t  know  the  name  of  it.  Very  good  though. 

Oct.  6  Sailing  list  out  today.  Not  on  it.  Maybe  I  should  dobey  over.  Saw  movie 
Tonight  "Back  to  Bataan".  Enjoyed  it  thoroughly  since  I  know  many  of  the  persons  in  it. 
Seemed  very  accurate  to  me.  Drought  many  memories  of  the  past  3  years  —  most  of  them  cf 
the  undesirable  type.  Rec'd  promotion  order  to  li/Sgt.  Hope  ny  records  get  str&igntenec 
out  by  the  time  I  reach  the  states.  More  than  all,  I  hope  to  hear  from  home  before  I 
leave  here.  * 

Oct.  7  Rac'd  sailing  orders  today  —  supposed  to  leave  at  0515  tomorrow  to  board.
